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FOREWARD 

THE  BLACK  STUDIES  DIRECTORY 
Lorenzo  J.  Greene* 

Today,  as  never  before,  a  3erious  need  exists  for  a 
convenient  up-to-date  listing  of  black  and  white  scholars  who 
possess  the  preparation  and  experience  for  filling  the  unusual 
demand  occasioned  by  the  burgeoning  requirement  for  teachers  of 
black  studies  in  various  schools  and  colleges * 

Since  the  1960's,  particularly,  administrators  of  secondary  and 
higher  institutions,  yielding  to  the  incessant  demands  of  black 
students  and  teachers,  as  well  as  liberal  white  students  and 
instructors,  have  frantically  Bought  to  employ  personnel  to  teach 
courses  in  black  studies  or  to  fill  administrative  positions  in 
their  institutions. 

Hardly  a  day  passes  that  department  or  divisional  heads  of 
black  colleges  are  not  deluged  by  letters,  telegrams  or  telephone 
calls  from  harrassed  administrators  of  black,  white  or  predominantly 
white  institutions  soliciting  help  in  directing  them  to  someone 
capable  of  teaching  black  studies.  In  addition,  they  request  persons 
to  act  as  consultants,  for  black  studies  programs,  or  serve  in 
administrative  capacities  (usually  to  keep  black  students  from 
'rocking  the  boat"). 

But  such  teachers,  whatever  their  race,  sex,  or  creed,  are 
extremely  difficult  to  find.  Unfortunately,  they  are  in  short 
supply.  As  a  result,  in  order  to  obtain  qualified  personnel  in 
black  studies,  whether  African  or  Afro-American,  administrators 
are  often  forced  to  go  beyond  ordinary  institutional  practices.

Lorenzo  Johnston  Greene,  longtime  associate  of  Carter  G. 
Woodson,  and  nationally  known  historian,  scholar,  and  writer, 
is  best  known  for  his  classic,  The  Negro  in  Colonial  Mew  England. 
Other  major  books  include  The  Negro  Wage  Earner,  co-authored  with 
Carter  G.  Woodson  and  The  Employment  of  Negroes  in  the  District 
of  ColumbiaT  co-authored  with  Myra  Colson  Callis.  Greene  received 
his  A.B.  degree  from  Howard  University,  his  M.A.  and  his  Ph.D. 
from  Columbia  University,  and  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  from  the 
University  of  Missouri  at  Columbia,  I4issouri. 
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Sometimes  they  dangle  the  prestige  associated  with  outstanding 
institutions  such  as  Harvard,  Yale,  Columbia  or  the  University  of 
California  before  the  attention  of  black  scholars.  Too  often  this 
is  sufficient  to  induce  established  black  teachers  to  leave  the 
college  where  their  services  are  sorely  needed  to  take  positions 
in  the  more  prestigious  schools.  Moreover,  such  lucrative  salaries 
offered  are  difficult  to  turn  down.  Often  salaries  offered  to  such 
individuals  are  ''open-ended".  Depending  upon  their  qualifications, 
experiences,  and  the  urgency  of  the  demand  for  their  services, 
prospective  black  educators  can  virtually  write  their  own  ticket. 
Moreover,  salaries  for  these  favored  positions  are  pegged  at 
relatively  higher  levels  than  those  of  their  sometimes  better  pre- 
pared prospective  colleagues  in  other  disciplines.  Naturally,  this 
causes  the  latter  to  be  disgruntled.  It  also  prompts  students  and 
some  teachers  alike  to  enroll  in  black  studies  courses  in  order  to 
obtain  a  "smattering"  of  the  subject  that  has  become  so  popular 
in  little  more  than  a  decade. 

Among  the  consequences  flowing  from  this  demand  for  teachers 
of  black  studies  a  few  might  be  mentioned.  First,  it  has,  to  use 
a  cliche,  caused  a  tremendous  brain  drain  upon  black  colleges  and 
universities,  especially  in  the  deep  South.  Secondly,  the  best 
black  students  manifest  a  tendency  to  follow  their  favorite 
teachers,  thus  increasing  the  hazardous  financial  viability  of 
black  colleges.  Thirdly,  in  their  eagerness  to  claim  a  black 
faculty  member  on  their  roster,  white  administrators  have  not 
been  too  scrupulous  of  the  black  "authority"  whom  they  employed. 
Too  often  many  teachers,  white  and  black  who  have  taken  a  course 
or  two  in  some  aspect  of  black  studies  or  who  have  helped  compile 
an  anthology  of  writing  by  recognized  Afro-American  or  white 
scholars  are  often  employed  and  become  "instant  authorities'  upon 
Negro  or  black  history. 

It  was  not  always  thus,  however.  African  blacks  not  only  have 
a  rich  oral  tradition;  they  also  have  a  written  past  dating  back  to 
U00  A.D.  by  the  famous  Songhai  scholar  Abderraham  Essadi  in  the 
seventeenth  century.  Afro-Americans  like  Martin  R.  Delaney, 
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William  Nell,  William  Wells  Brown,  George  E.  Williams,  and  W.E.B. 
DuBois,  among  others,  set  forth  the  history  of  black  people  in  the 
nineteenth  century.  It  was  not,  however,  until  the  twentieth 
century  that  black  history  became  a  systematized  discipline  under 
the  genius  of  Br.  Carter  G.  Woodson.  In  1915,  the  latter  founded 
the  Association  for  the  Study  of  Negro  Life  and  History,  now  the 
Association  for  the  Study  of  Afro-American  Life  and  History,  for 
the  express  purpose  of  researching  and  disseminating  the  true  role 
of  black  people  in  the  building  of  civilization. 

Prior  to  this  time,  blacks  were  supposed  to  have  no  past.  In 
the  scientific,  as  well  as  the  popular  mind,  they  were  stigmatized 
as  congenitally  inferior  to  the  white  man,  derided  as  God-ordained 
slaves  and  relegated  to  a  subordinate  place  in  society  in  keeping 
with  the  philosophy  of  white  supremacy. 

However,  the  work  of  Br.  Woodson  arid  the  many  researchers 
inspired  by  him  has  opened  up  a  hitherto  barely  untouched  field 
of  history  and  culture.  Scholars  flocking  to  Africa,  using  new 
research  tools,  are  constantly  unearthing  new  facets  of  history 
in  the  so  called  'dark  continent'  extending  back  before  historic 
times.  Meanwhile,  white  and  black  students  are  combing  the  role 
of  blacks  in  the  Western  Hemisphere.  In  other  words,  as  one 
scholar  has  said,  the  greatest  contribution  of  the  twentieth 
century  has  been  that  of  the  Association  for  the  Study  of  Negro 
Life  and  History.  So  much  has  been  brought  to  light  about  the 
unknown  past  of  Afro-Americans,  both  in  America  and  abroad,  that 
it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  whole-  field  of  history  must  be 
revised  and  the  black  man  accorded  his  proper  role  in  the  building 
of  society. 

Since  the  civil  rights  movement  of  the  sixties  ,  the  militant 
philosophy  of  Malcolm  X  and  others,  the  demand  of  blacks  to  know 
their  past  and  the  efforts  of  black  and  liberal  white  scholars  to 
close  the  gap  of  ignorance,  distortions,  and  stereotypes  of  blacks, 
courses  in  black  studies  have  blossomed  to  such  a  degree  that  as 
aforestated,  administrators,  presidents,  deans,  and  other  college 
and  university  administrators,  high  school  principals  and  other 
institutions  are  hard  put  to  it  to  find  qualified  personnel  to 
fill  such  positions. 
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But  where  and  how  can  they  locate  them?  Presently  there  is  no 
authoritative  source  to  which  they  can  turn  in  their  dilemma.  This 
is  where  the  Black  Studies  Directory  can  fill  an  important  niche  for 
anyone  seeking  to  locate  a  prospective  qualified  teacher  in  this 
field  regardless  of  color,  sex,  creed  or  nationality. 

The  Directory  is  the  brain  child  of  Dr.  Gossie  Harold  Hudson, 
Chairman  of  the  Division  of  Social  Sciences  at  Lincoln  University 
in  Missouri.  Conceived  and  compiled  by  him,  the  Directory  will  be 
a  "must"  for  educators  looking  for  teachers  of  black  studies  for 
their  staffs  as  well  as  black  administrators  to  assist  them  with 
inter-group  problems. 

The  importance  of  the  Directory  is  enhanced  by  the  following: 
It  will  offer  easy  access  to  the  prospective  employee — his  location, 
preparation,  area  of  specialization,  rank,  and  teaching  position 
held.  It  will  also  indicate  the  person's  suitability  for  use  as 
consultant,  counselor,  administrator,  lecturer  on  specific  aspects 
of  Afro-American  history  and  culture  or  whether  he  possesses  the 
qualifications  for  establishing  and/or  heading  a  black  studies 
program. 

Of  major  importance,  Dr.  Hudson's  catholicity  in  social 
science  impelled  him  as  a  matter  of  course  to  include  scholars 
of  both  races  ranging  from  holders  of  Bachelors  to  the  Ph.D. 
degree.  In  this  way,  he  shows  convincingly  that  race  has  nothing 
to  do  with  the  teaching  of  black  history  once  the  instructor  is 
interested  in  setting  forth  the  truth. 

All  of  this  information  is  embraced  in  one  convenient 
up-to-date  volume,  which  Dr.  Hudson  intends  to  publish  annually, 
thus  keeping  the  contents  current.  There  is  no  doubt  in  this 
writer's  mind  that  educators,  civic  leaders,  and  other  individuals 
and  organizations  will  long  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Dr.  Hudson 
for  filling  a  long-felt  need.

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SCOPE  AMD  CONTENT 

This  investigation  wliich  began  as  an  attempt  to  compile  a 
comprehensive  list  of  black  American  historicans  has  been 
considerably  widened  in  3cope  to  involve  M.A.'s  and  in  a  few  cases, 
B.A.'s  who  teach  black  studies  as  well  as  black  history.  The 
directory  includes  information  on  blacks  and  non-blacks  currently 
teaching  black  history,  including  addresses,  positions,  degrees, 
and  thesis  topics.  There  are  also  extensive  indexes  with  the  data 
broken  down  by  degree,  field,  sex,  location,  etc.  Another  major 
portion  is  a  set  of  essays  by  historians  on  the  field  of  black 
history.  The  directory's  major  purposes  are  for  education  and  re- 
search, especially  for  use  by  students  of  black  history. 

A  substantial  number  of  white  historians  faced  with  the  problems 
of  budget,  scheduling,  and  lack  of  black  personnel  have  filled  the 
need  for  black  history  to  the  benefit  of  white  as  well  as  black 
students,  Two  professors  at  the  University  of  Tulsa  set  up  an 
experimental  course  in  black  history  and  observed  the  following* 
"There  is  one  great  advantage  to  the  teaching  of  black  history: 
at  least  for  most  white  Americans,  the  subject  is  new  and  in- 
teresting'' (ilichael  W.  Vhalon  and  David  Joyce,  'An  Experimental 
Course  in  Black  History,"  The  History  Teacher,  Vol.  IV,  November 
1970,  pp.  30-36).  Earl  E.  Thorpe  concludes  that  white  historians 
who  desire  to  teach  black  history  'need  emancipation  from  elements 
of  the  world  of  traditional  white  thought  and  feeling.'   Thorpe 
also  contends  that  "White  Americans  who  would  teach  some  Afro- 
American  history  need  to  gain  acquaintance  with  the  inner  life 
of  black  Americans1  (Earl  E.  Thorpe,  The  Central  Theme  of  Black 
History.  Durham,  North  Carolina;  Seeman  Printery,  1969,  pp. 
1U9,  159-160). 

The  author  is  aware  of  two  important  limitations.  First,  the 
large  number  of  schools  which  did  not  respond  to  the  study  made  a 
comprehensive  presentation  impossible.  Secondly,  the  picture 
revealed  may  be  a  distorted  one  because  of  an  unconscious  bias 
of  the  author  in  the  selection  and  arrangement  of  the  data  used. 
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There  is  a  further  limitation  incident  to  any  study,  that  is,  a 
large  number  of  the  renown  black  historians  did  not  respond 
together  with  a  substantial  number  of  History  Departments  at  black 
colleges  and  universities.  Despite  the  limitations,  however,  the 
investigator  feels  that  this  volume  will  prove  exceptionally  helpful 
as  a  reference  book  to  historians,  librarians,  scholars,  students, 
laymen  and  administrators.  In  addition,  the  Directory  will  serve  as 
a  ready  reference  to  public  officials  and  agencies. 

The  study  is  based  on  responses  to  letters  of  inquiry,  telephone 
calls,  personal  contacts  and  arbitrary  selection  of  persons  of  national 
prominence  and  image.  Therefore,  all  relevant  individuals,  despite 
exhaustive  efforts,  have  not  been  identified.  The  statistics  in  this 
study,  then,  are  based  only  on  the  historians  herein  considered. 

The  survey  instrument  was  sent  to  the  history  department  of 
three  thousand  and  one  colleges  and  universities.  There  were  five 
hundred  and  thirteen  replies  revealing  a  total  number  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-eight  black  Ph.D. 's  (two  hundred  and  nine  males  and 
thirty-nine  females),  compared  with  one  hundred  and  three  white 
historians  and  seventy  females.   (See  Commentary  and  Table  of 
Statistics). 

Finally,  the  author  is  fully  aware  that  mistakes  exist  as  would 
be  expected  in  a  large  effort  of  this  kind,  and  therefore,  assumes 
no  legal  responsibility  for  accidental  omissions  and/or  errors  in 
the  listings. 

Among  the  numerous  acknowledgements  due  in  any  large  production 
of  this  kind,  a  special  debt  of  gratitude  goes  to  Dr.  Avarah 
Strickland,  Professor  of  History,  University  of  Missouri,  Columbia. 
If  this  directory  is  scholarly,  as  well  as  informational,  it  is 
because  of  the  invaluable  recommendations  and  suggestions  made  by 
Dr.  Strickland.  His  aid  and  assistance  were  indispensible  in 
bringing  the  book  to  its  final  form.  In  addition,  the  author 
acknowledges  Dr.  Stephanie  Landwehr,  Ph.D.,  Research  Assistant, 
Diocese  of  Jefferson  City,  who  not  only  read  the  manuscript  but 
suggested  appropriate  improvements. 
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Also,  the  author  thanks  sincerely  the  librarians  at  Lincoln 
University  whose  resources  were  not  only  adequate,  but  always 
available;  and  the  administration  for  its  amenability  toward  the 
extra  telephone  calls  and  the  need  for  additional  aid  and  materials 
(papers,  stamps,  envelopes,  etc.). 

Of  even  greater  value  was  the  kind  assistance  of  Fidelis 
Akaghan,  a  student  from  West  Africa.  Fidelis*  task  which  he  carried 
out  pleasantly  and  responsively  war  to  write  letters  to  every 
college  and  university  in  America,  seeking  black  historians  with 
Ph.D. 's.  Later  the  project  expanded,  hence  this  directory,  more 
inclusive  than  the  author  had  ever  imagined  in  the  beginning.  His 
debt  to  Fidelis,  therefore,  is  gargantuan. 

Without  the  student  help  at  Lincoln,  which  was  always  given 
freely  and  unstintingly,  this  project  would  never  have  been 
completed.  Perhaps  two  students  who  helped  in  a  special  way  were 
Lula  Taylor,  a  former  graduate  assistant  for  Dr.  Greene,  and  my 
own  graduate  student  and  volunteer  assistant,  Anita  McGruder.  The 
writer  especially  thanks  Anita  for  checking,  rechecking  and  typing 
the  first  drafts,  making  phone  calls,  writing  letters,  and  by 
generally  manifesting  an  interest  in  the  Directory  commensurate 
with  mine.

A  Directory  of  Black  Historians,  197U,  conceived  and  written 
by  Mrs.  Janette  Harris,  Howard  University,  aided  in  compilation  of 
additional  historians.  This  enabled  the  author  in  expanding  the 
study.  Harris1  roster  contains  the  names  of  over  250  male  and 
female  black  historians.  These  scholars  hold  either  Ph.D. 's  or 
M.A.'s  and  are  currently  teaching  in  the  field  of  History.  The 
author  also  thanks  Dr.  William  K.  Barnett,  Professor  of  Sociology, 
who  aided  in  the  analysis  of  the  statistical  data.  My  wife  and 
children,  Florence  Delories,  Gossie  Harold  and  Florence  Elizabeth 
were  always  thoughtful,  suggestive  and  considerate  during  the 
entire  production.  Obviously,  the  author  accepts  full  responsibility 
for  all  information  in  the  Directory. 
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Of  the  513  teachers  of  black  history  who  responded  to  our 
survey,  79.3%  are  black,  20.1%  are  white,  and  the  remaining  .6% 
were  other  nationalities.  Thus,  blacks  are  represented  in  the 
black  history  profession  at  a  rate  more  than  seven  times  their 
representation  in  the  United  States  population.  In  light  of  the 
fact  that  blacks  are  much  underrepresented  among  professional 
historians  as  in  most  academic  areas,  the  ratio  of  blacks  among 
black  history  teachers  is  even  more  striking.  The  data  clearly 
indicates  that  racial  identification  is  strongly  related  to 
identification  as  a  teacher  of  black  history. 

The  American  Historical  Association  estimates  that  among 
22,000  professional  historians  in  the  United  States,  about  3,000 
or  13.6%  are  females.  Among  those  surveyed  in  our  study  with  sex 
identified  in  the  table,  70  of  U79  or  l_i.6%  are  female,  a  ratio 
reasonably  similar  to  the  national  picture.  However,  among  whites 
only  about  3%  of  the  black  history  teachers  are  females,  a  figure  so 
extreme  that  further  research  is  surely  warranted.  Furthermore, 
among  blacks  68  of  378  are  females,  17.8%.  This  data  suggests 
that  racial  identification  very  strongly  affects  field  choice  by 
females,  especially  white  females. 

On  the  average,  whites  have  better  professional  qualifications 
than  blacks  for  teaching  black  history.  Among  our  sample,  for 
example,  7.6%  of  the  black  teachers  do  not  have  degrees  but  less 
than  one  percent  of  the  white  teachers  do  not  have  degrees  in 
history.  More  than  82%  of  the  white  teachers  but  less  than  50% 
of  the  black  teachers  have  a  Ph.D.  in  history,  the  only  fully- 
professional  qualification  in  black  history  at  the  college- 
university  level.  Moreover,  among  blacks,  29%  are  at  the  M.A./ 
M.S.  level  (not  Ph.D.  candidates)  and  more  than  2%  are  only 

baccalaureates.  Among  whites,  however,  the  minimum  degree  is  the

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and  less  than  1396  are  less  than  Ph.D.  or  Ph.D.  candidates.  In 
brief,  it  appears  as  if  racial  identification  were  even  more 
important  than  professional  qualifications.  This  may  not  be  true, 
however,  and  may  only  result  from  the  lack  of  a  pool  of  fully- 
qualified  professionals  and  also,  it  may  well  be  that  it  is  racial 
identification  which  establishes  the  basic  interest  in  black  history 
as  a  field  of  study.

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PIONEERS  IN  BLACK  HISTORIOGRAPHY/BLACK  STUDIES;   1812-197'; 

The  black  historian  did  not  begin  writing  during  the  "Civil 
Rights'1  decade  -  the  1960's.  Instead,  he  has  enjoyed  a  long  and 
outstanding  record  of  writing  history  on  various  aspects  of  this 
civilization.  In  fact,  his  deep  urge  to  see  and  clearly  under- 
stand the  whole  of  his  racial  heritage  has  led  him  to  make 
sophisticated  commentary  on  all  facets  of  the  world  civilization. 
Moreover,  the  author  agrees  with  Professor  Wilfred  Young  that 
black  historians  have  been  "significant  moral-critics  of  American 

society";  and  have  "exposed  many  of  the  evils  of  society  and 

2 
contributed  significantly  to  the  understanding  of  man  and  history". 

Black  historiography  began  early  in  the  nineteenth  century  by 

amateurs  with  non-professionals  who  saw  the  need  to  dramatize  the 

positive  contributions  of  black  people  to  America.   These  historians 

were  motivated  by  a  common  desire  to  demonstrate  the  patriotic  and 

heroic  efforts  of  blacks,  to  condemn  racism,  and  to  attack  the  myth 

of  racial  inferiority.   In  1935,  Carter  Godwin  Woodson  wrote  in 

his  Story  of  the  Negro  Retold  that; 

"We  should  not  learn  less  of  George  Washington,  'First 
in  war,  first  in  peace  and  first  in  the  hearts  of  his 
countrymen',  but  we  should  learn  something  also  of  the  three 
thousand  Negro  soldiers  of  the  American  Revolution  who  helped 
to  make  this  'Father  of  our  Country*  possible.  We  should 
not  fail  to  appreciate  the  unusual  contribution  of  Thomas 
Jefferson  to  freedom  and  democracy  but  we  should  invite 
attention  also  to  one  of  his  outstanding  contemporaries, 
Benjamin  Banneker. . . .  We  should  not  cease  to  pay  tribute 
to  Abraham  Lincoln  as  the  'Saviour  of  the  Country';  but 
we  should  ascribe  praise  also  to  the  178,975  Negroes  who  had 
to  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Union  before  it  could 
be  preserved,  and  who  by  their  heroism  demonstrated  that  they 
were  entitled  to  freedom  and  citizenship....  We  should  teach 
out  citizenry  history  rather  than  propaganda  and  thus  make 
this  country  safe  for  all  elements  of  the  population  at  home. 

Early  black  historians  pioneered  in  the  establishment  of 
black  history  as  a  respectable  field  of  historical  inquiry  and 
endeavor.  No  different  from  other  areas  of  American  and  World 
History,  Black  History,  studied  by  black  and  white  Americans,  is 
written  and  investigated  for  the  same  academic  reasons  as  other 
fields  of  historical  specialization. 
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The  first  two  historical  works  were  Paul  Cuffe's  Brief  Account 
of  the  Settlement  and  Present  Situation  of  the  Colony  of  Sierra 
Leone  in  Africa,  published  in  1912,  the  Haytian  papers,  authored 
by  Prince  Saunders  in  l8l6.  Robert  Lewis  followed  in  1836  with 
Light  and  Truth.6  But  James  W.C.  Pennington  (1809-1870)  is 
usually  considered  as  the  first  black  historian.  Pennington 
also  an  abolitionist  in  181+1,  A  Test  Book  of  the  Origin  and 
History  of  Colored  People.  He  wrote  that  African  people  had  enjoyed 
advanced  civilization  in  the  middle  ages  and  that  they  had 
contributed  significantly  to  the  founding  and  development  of  the 
New  World.   According  to  Helen  Boardman,  the  book  represented 
"possibly  the  most  successful  of  the  early  attempts  to  popularize 
Negro  history."   Later  he  earned  the  Doctor  of  Divinity  at 
Heidelburg  University. 

George  Washington  Williams  ( 181+9-1891 )  minister,  civil  war 

veteran  and  politician  published  the  first  full-length  history 

of  black  people.  Sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "Black  Bancroft," 

his  monumental,  two  volume  history,  published  in  1883  set  major 

directions  for  black  historiography,  Ernest  Kaiser  says  that  he 

was  "the  first  Negro  historian  whose  scholarship  made  him  worthy 

of  serious  attention.'   Williams'  Volumes,  1619-1880,  represent 

"a  landmark  in  historical  writing  which  is  still  useful  today,' 

9 
writes  Kaiser. 

W.E.B.  DuBois  received  the  first  Ph.D.  in  I896  from  Harvard 

University.  His  doctorial  thesis,  published  as  the  first  book  in 

the  Harvard  Historical  Series  is  entitled;  The  Suppression  of  the 

African  Slave-Trade  to  the  United  States  of  America.  I638-I87O. 

In  1935.  when  he  publiehed  Black  Reconstruction  in  America,  he 

claimed  that  it  was  necessary  to  rewrite  almost  all  of  the 

"received"  American  history  for  that  period.  For  up  to  then,  the 

story  had  been  totally  falsified,  told  in  such  a  way  as  to  'make 

pleasant  reading  for  Americans."  Dubois's  emphasis  on  Black  racial 

consciousiness  was  a  response  to  Western  racism.  Harold  '.'.  Cruse 

and  Carolyn  Gipson  conclude  that:  'He  was,  as  we  can  see  now,  one 

of  those  unique  men  whose  ideas  are  destined  to  be  reviled  and 

then  revived,  and  then  no  doubt,  reviled  again,  haunting  the 
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popular  mind  long  after  his  death.  (Harold  Cruse  and  Carolyn 
Gipson,  "W.E.B.  DuBois  and  History, ':  Hew  York  Times.  November  1972 
p.  26),  The  Papers  of  W.E.B.  DuBois,  author,  poet,  playwright,  a 
founder  of  the  N.A.A.C.P.,  philosopher,  pan-africanist,  and  espouser 
of  black  solidarity  have  been  acquired  and  will  be  published 
by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  -  Amherst. 

Although  the  first  formally  trained  black  historian,  it  was 
with  Carter  G.  Woodson,  graduate  of  Howard  in  1912,  that  black 
history  came  into  being  as  a  respectable  area  for  research  and 
study.    Woodwon,  Father  of  Black  History,  organized  in  Chicago, 
on  September  9,  1915,  the  Association  for  the  Study  of  Negro  Life 
and  History  (name  recently  changed  to  Association  for  the  Study  of 
Afro-American  Life  and  History).  As  its  director  for  35  years,  he 
possessed  ,rthe  intellectual  capacity,  the  determination,  the 
perserverance ,  and  the  physical  ruggedness  and  endurance  to  make  it 
a  reality,"   W.  Montague  Cobb  wrote  in  the  Negro  History  Bulletin. 
In  1920,  he  founded  the  Association  Publishers,  Inc.,  and  initiated 
the  observation  of  Negro  History  Week  in  1926.  The  Negro  History 
Bulletin  appeared  in  October  1937,  a  magazine  for  general  lay 
consumption,  especially  in  the  public  schools.12  Rayford  Logan 
called  Woodson,  the  mirror  and  molder  of  his  time.1^  Yet  the 
proponents  of  '  black  awareness"  and  the  contributors  to  "black 
studies  programs"  have  unconsciously  and  consciously  depended  on 
Woodson's  productions.  Perhaps,  he  is  the  mirror  and  molder  of 
All  times. 

Many  of  Woodson's  "boys"  as  he  called  them,  have  become  the 
renonEd  and  prominent  scholars  of  our  era.  One  of  these  "boys," 
Dr.  Lorenzo  Greene,  Professor  Emeritus  of  History,  Lincoln  University, 
graduated  cum  laude  from  Howard  University  and  received  his  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Columbia  University.  His  mangum  opus,  a 
classic,  is  The  Negro  in  New  England,  published  in  192+2.  Among 
Dr.  Greene's  numerous  acclaims  in  Missouri  is  a  study  he  made  of 
Desegregation  of  Schools  in  the  State  for  the  United  States  Civil 
Rights  Commission  in  1959.  It  was  rated  as  the  'best  state  study" 
and  distributed  throughout  the  nation. 11+  Following  in  Dr.  Greene's 
footsteps  is  Dr.  Avarah  Strickland,  Professor  of  History,  University 
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of  Missouri  at  Columbia.  Dr.  Strickland's  first  book  was  the  History 
of  the  Chicago  Urban  League.  In  1973.  the  National  Historical 
Publications  Commission  appointed  him  as  one  of  five  historians  to 
a  special  advisory  committee  on  the  publication  of  the  papers  of 
black  Americans. 

William  Miles  Brewer  (1887-1970),  longtime  associate  with 
Carter  G.  Woodson  became  the  editor  of  the  Journal  of  Negro  History 
after  Woodson's  death,  1951.  Brewer  authored  a  number  of  books; 
Some  Effects  of  the  Plantation  System  on  the  Ante-Bellum  South, 
1927;  Henry  Highland  Garnett,  1929;  John  Russwurm,  1930;  Articulation 
of  Secondary  School  Unites.  19U3;  Poll  Tax  and  the  Polltaxers,  19hh; 
Lincoln  and  the  Border  States.  19U9;  ana  The  Hope  of  Learning,  1959. 
He  is  especially  noted  for  contributing  high-quality  and  objective 
reviews  and  articles  to  the  journal,  and  later  received  the 
Bancroft  Prize,  the  Honorary  Doctorates  from  Johnston  C.  Smith  and 
Virginia  Union  Universities. 

Professional  black  historians  dominated  the  field  during  the 
19U0's  and  1950' s.  These  scholars  were  more  concerned  with  objective 
history  and  less  interested  in  attacking  anti-black  propaganda. 
Among  the  outstanding  intellectuals  of  this  era  were:  Elsie  Lewis, 
Lula  M.  Johnson,  Lorenzo  Johnston  Greene,  Herman  Dreer,  J.  A.  Rogers, 
Luther  P.  Jackson,  A.  A.  Taylor,  Roi  Ottley,  J.  Saunders  Redding, 
John  D.  Silvero,  E.  Franklin  Frazier,  Benjamin  Brawley,  Eric 
Williams,  Merz  Tate,  John  Hope  Franklin,  Helen  Edmonds,  and 
Benjamin  Quarles. 

Rayford  Logan,  teacher  and  researcher  for  over  U0  years,  has 
edited  and  written  a  large  number  of  books  and  articles.  Among  his 
best  works  are:  The  Negro  in  American  Life  and  Thought:  The  Nadir, 
1877-1901 :  and  The  Betrayal  of  the  Negro.   He  edited  Memoirs  of  a 
Monticello  Slave,  1951,  and  the  Life  and  Writings  of  Frederick 
Douglass,  1962.  Wrote  Charles  Wesley  in  19U0:   "Here  then  is  the 
challenge  to  American  scholai-3  Negro  and  white  for  the  days  of  race 
propaganda  continue....  Historians  of  the  Negro  people  should 
direct  attention  to  Africa  and  the  Africans.  These  African  peoples 
should  be  rescued  from  oblivion  and  from  the  belief  in  their 
savagery,  barbarism  and  inferiority."  Some  five  years  earlier 
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he  had  pleaded  for  a  reconstruction  of  history;  "History  should 

be  reconstructed  so  that  Africa  shall  have  its  proper  place... 

so  that  Negroes  shall  be  known  on  a  higher  level  than  that  of 

jokes...."  Wesley's  pioneer  studies  of  Negro  Labor.  Richard 

Allen,  and  reasons  for  the  collapse  of  the  confederacy  are 

excellent  contributions  of  superior  quality.  Franklin,  in  the  first 

edition  of  From  Slavery  to  Freedom  pointed  out  that  "it  has  been 

necessary. ..to  re-tell  the  story  of  the  evolution  of  the  people 

in  the  United  States  in  order  to  place  the  Negro  in  his  proper 

relationship  and  perspective."  Dr.  Franklin's  quest  for 

truthful  presentation  has  been  of  unequaled  significance  to  the 

field  of  black  studies.  In  19^3 ,  Benjamin  Quarles  contended  thats 

"A  proper  perspective  of  Negro  history  would  be  of  value 
to  those  well-meaning  persons  who  believe  that  the  colored 
man  has  an  unworthy  past,  and  hence  has  no  strong  claim 
to  all  the  rights  of  other  Americans.  Books  which  seek 
to  present  an  accurate  picture  of  the  Negro's  past  are, 
in  effect,  bridges  to  inter-group  harmony — the  Negro  would 
be  more  readily  accepted  into  the  full  promise  of  American 
life  if  his  role  in  our  history  were  better  known.' 

Vincent  Harding  has  suggested  that  Quarles'  optimism  was  'created 

out  of  the  fact  that  he  finished  his  work  just  after  the  march  on 

Washington  and  just  before  the  Birmingham  bombing  which  left  three 

"Black  Sunday  school  children  dead."1' 

In  the  last  thirty  years  or  more  white  historians  have  written 

and  spoken  on  a  number  of  black  topics.  A  substantial  number  of 

this  group  has  been  influenced  by  Gunar  Myrdal's  The  American 

Dilemma.  Ernest  Kaiser  asserts  that  the  first  "Negro  history"  was 

written  by  "Negro  and  white  defenders  of  the  race  early  in  the 

nineteenth  century  as  mostly  biographical  sketches  of  distinguished 

1  Q 

Negroes."    Many  white  historians  have  written  scholarly  articles 
for  the  Journal  of  Negro  History  and  have  published  books  on  various 
aspects  of  black  history;  Harvey  Wish,  Winthrop  Jordan,  Herbert 
Aptheker,  Emma  Lou  Thornbrough,  Joseph  C.  Carroll,  August  Meier, 
Elliot  Rudwick,  E.  D.  Cronon,  George  B.  Tindall,  C.  V.  Ann  Woodward, 
Kenneth  M.  Stampp,  Duddley  T.  Cornish,  Merton  L.  Dillon  and  Betty 
Fladland  to  mention  a  few. 
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Liberal  white  historians  have  joined  black  scholars  in  their 
venture  to  revise  traditional  treaties  because,  according  to 
Franklin,  they  could  no  longer  tolerate  biased,  one-sided  American 
history."   But  William  L.  Van  DeBurg  warns  that  'the  white 
historians  of  black  history  must  be  eminently  circumspect  in 
formulating  thesis  and  interpretations  about  people  or  experiences 
which  are  divorced  from  his  own  life  and  times.  In  addition,  the 
author  of  Black  Women  in  White  America,  Gerda  Lerner,  mentions 
that  the  interpretation  of  the  black  past  as  made  by  blacks  must 
be  different  from  that  of  whites.  "The  historical  analysis  and 
interpretation  must  be  made  by  both  groups,''  she  continues, 
because  "in  the  clash  of  opinions,  in  the  juxtaposition  of 

different  interpretations,  a  richer  and  fuller  and  more  solidly

based  history  will  emerge." 

Several  young  and  some  senior  black  scholars  during  the 

1960's  and  early  1970 's  began  to  redefine  and  reinterpret  black 

history.  Foremost  in  this  group  were  John  Henrik  Clarke,  and 

Vincent  Harding.  Clark,  writer,  educator,  editor  and  historian 

is  internationally  known  for  his  immense  contributions  to 

contemporary  black  culture  and  history-  He  is  also  recognized 

as  a  par  excellent  teacher  of  African  and  Afro-American  history. 

Best  known  for  his  participation  as  a  scholar  and  consultant  in 

Civil  Rights  movements,  Harding,  formerly  Director  of  the  Martin 

Luther  King,  Jr.,  Library  Project,  heads  the  Institute  of  the 

Black  V/orld  located  in  Atlanta,  Georgia.  Harding  was  one  of  the

ten  writers  who  responled  to  William  Styron's  Nat  Turner-     Also 

included  are  C.L.R.  James,  Joseph  R.  Washington,  Jimmie  Franklin, 

Arnold  H.  Taylor,  W.  Sherman  Jackson,  Mary  Francis  Berry,  Howard 

H.  Bell,  Lawrence  D.  Reddick,  Roy  Hill,  Darwin  T.  Turner,  Tilden 

J.  and  Wilber'  J.  LeMelle,  J.  Mason  Brewer,  John  P.  Davis,  Francis 

Logan,  Rubin  Watson,  James  H.  Boykin,  Oscar  R.  Williams,  Jr., 

Melvin  Murphy,  Sterling  Stuckey,  Clair  Drake,  Nathan  Hare,  Wilhelmena 

S.  Robinson,  Nathan  Wright,  Donnie  Billamy,  Ernest  Kaiser,  C.  Eric 

Lincoln,  Caulbert  Jones,  David  W.  Bishop,  George  R.  Woolfolk, 

George  Davis,  James  H.  Brewer,  Edgar  Toppin,  Wilfred  Young, 

Dorothy  B.  Porter,  Al-Tony  Gilmore,  and  others.  Gilmore's 

Bad  Nigger;  The  National  Impact  of  Jack  Johnson  with  an 
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introduction  by  John  I^assingame,  is  the  first  book  on  Johnson,  not 
just  a  colorful  human  being,  but  as  a  myth-laden  force  that  has 
influenced  the  course  of  American  history  from  1908  to  the 
present.  Dorothy  Porter,  emeritus  curator  of  the  Black  Collection 
at  Howard  University  in  Washington,  D.C.,  is  an  internationally 
known  specialist,  curator,  and  author  in  the  field  of  Black  History. 

Of  contemporary  scholarly  writing  and  research,  four  names 
stand  out  in  my  mind:  Harold  Cruse,  John  Blassingame,  Helen 
Edmonds,  and  Earl  E.  Thorpe.  As  a  result  of  The  Crisis  of  the 
Negro  Intellectual  in  1967,  Cruse  has  become  one  of  the  most 
controversial  writers  of  the  last  ten  years.  A  literary  landmark 
the  author  did  not  become  less  controversial  when  he  wrote 
Rebellion  or  Revolution  a  year  later.  ^     Cruse  has  been  a  practicing 
journalist,  film  and  drama  critic  and  a  free  lance  writer  since 
the  191*0*  s.  His  research  in  the  last  five  years  has  led  him  to 
make  intellectual  commentary  on  Black  Studies,  Black  History, 
problems  in  the  general  areas  of  'white'  American  historiography, 
and  the  historical  meaning  of  black  migrations. 

On  Saturday,  May  10,  1975,  Helen  Grey  Edmonds  received  the 
Governor  0.  Max  Gardner  Award.  She  was  cited  for  the  award  as 
an  influential  and  inspiring  teacher,  academic  and  social  uplift 
administrator,  national  and  international  lecturer  and  scholar, 
advocate  of  women's  rights,  articulate  and  knowledgeable 
interpreter  of  domestic  and  foreign  affairs,  widely  respected 
humanist  and  distinguished  historian.  Dr.  Edmonds  is  the  author 
of  Black  Faces  in  High  Places  in  1971  and  The  Negro  and  Fusion 
Politics  in  1951.  The  latter  was  named  in  1956  as  one  of  the  100 
outstanding  books  about  North  Carolina.  As  President  of  Links,  Inc., 
a  national  organization  whose  members  are  primarily  black  women, 
I972-I97I4,  Edmonds  headed  a  fund  raising  campaign  which  brought 
in  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  for  Ul  black  colleges 
and  universities  (Durham  Morning  Herald.  May  10,  1975). 

The  scholarly  treatment  of  slavery  as  seen  essentially,  by 
slaves  and  ex-slaves,  is  a  major  contribution  to  American 
historiography  on  slavery.  The  Slave  Community  by  John  W. 
Blassingame  is  "the  most  important  discussion  of  American  slavery 
since  Elkins.  Thoughtful,  original  and  sophisticated,  Blassingame' s 
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challenging  analysis  will  influence  historical  scholarship  for 
years  to  come,"  August  I'leier  feels.  Blassingame  was  the  associate 
editor  with  Louis  Harlan,  of  the  autobiographical  writings  of 
Booker  T.  Washington,  and  is  editor  of  New  Perspectives  on  Black 
Studies  and  co-editor  of  In  Search  of  America. 

"Earl  Thorpe,"  Blassingame  writes  in  a  book  review  essay  for 
the  Journal  of  Negro  History,  "has  written  one  of  the  most  provocative 
analysis  of  the  antebellum  South  to  appear  in  the  last  decade. 
The  Old  South:  A  Psychohi story  challenges  so  much  of  what  poses  for 
conventional  wisdom  about  the  region  that  no  short  review  can  do 

justice  to  it."  The  book  makes  a  convincing  case  for  the  relevance 
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of  Freudian's  psychology  to  studies  of  slavery  in  the  South. 

Thorpe  advocates  the  use  of  what  he  calls  the  "organic'  or 
"unitary"  perspective  in  the  study  of  black  history  (or  of  all 
history,  for  that  matter).  This  means  that  black  history  should  be 
looked  at  as  a  whole.  In  order  to  do  this,  historians  must  use 
"psychohistory,"  studying  the  whole  person — the  repressed  unconscious 
as  well  as  the  traditionally  studied  conscious.  To  study  the 
history  of  the  oppressed,  one  must  also  understand  the  oppressor. 
Every  fact  or  idea  that  is  related  to  the  history  of  black  people 
is  properly  a  part  of  American  history.  Thorpe  suggests  viewing 
black  history  from  the  vantage  point  of  the  black  masses  rather  than 
the  bourgeois  elite,  using  such  sources  as  slave  narratives  and 
folklore.  He  feels  that  historians  have  been  too  much  dominated 
by  the  white  capitalist  culture,  prejudicing  their  work  with 
middle-class  ideals  and  attitudes.  He  therefore  endorses  approaches 
based  on  economics,  black  solidarity,  black  struggle,  anp  Pan- 
Africanism.  Using  psychoanalysis,  Thorpe  finds  that  the  black  race, 
despite  being  oppressed,  is  more  advanced  than  its  oppressor,  since 
it  is  less  repressed. 

The  new  black  historians  of  the  1970 's  analyzes  his  past  in 
the  somewhat  direct  relationship  to  a  growing  fervor  in  the  black 
community  to  attain,  as  Wilfred  C.  Young  sees  it,  "civil  rights  and 
political,  cultural  and  psychological  definition."  Interpreting 
black  history  from  a  broader  perspective,  it  would  appear  that 
they  are  at  least  tolerable,  if  not  amenable,  toward  black  power 
and  Black  Nationalism. 
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Coincident  with  the  black  nationalist  movement,  reputable 
black  historians  sought  to  define  and  redefine  American  history 
and  culture  which  aided  in  the  establishment  of  black  studies, 
especially  between  1868  and  1970.  The  list  contains  both  prominent 
and  scholarly  lay  and  professional  historians  of  the  time,  some  of 
whom  were:  Vincent  Harding,  Harold  Cruse,  Earl  E.  Thorpe,  John 
H.  Bracey,  Jr.,  Lerone  Bennett,  Benjamin  Quarles,  and  Edgar  Toppin. 

Thorpe,  however,  considers  Charles  Wesley,  Monroe  Nathan  Work 
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and  Heal  R.  Eppse  as  the  real  pioneers  of  black  studies.    Wesley 

wrote  in  191*0:   "It  is  imperative  that  we  study  again  the  capacity 

of  races.  Historians  of  Negro  people  should  direct  attention  to 

Africa  and  the  Africans.  These  African  peoples  should  be  rescued 

from  oblivion  and  from  the  belief  in  their  savagery,  barbarism  and 

inferiority."  The  Negro  Year  Book,  published  by  Work,  first  appeared 

in  1912  with  a  bibliography  on  the  Negro  in  America.  He  decided  in 

1$27  to  enlarge  his  bibliography  to  include  Africa.  This  was  an 

effort  to  furnish  references  to  sources  relating  to  all  phases  of 

the  present  day  life  of  black  people.  As  a  teacher  and  an  author, 

Eppse  thought  that  effective  teaching  in  black  history  would  help 

to  effect  a  change  in  race  relations.  Accordingly,  he  authored  a 

general  history  of  black  people  in  which  he  narrated  the  story  of 

black  Americans  as  a  part  of  the  national  scene.   "His  syllabils 

on  Negro  history  is  one  of  the  best  every  produced,"  Thorpe  said. 

There  is  also  a  pressing  need  for  further  development  of 

black  thought  in  literature  as  well  as  a  general  recognition  of 

black  contributions  to  black  intellectual  history.   It  is  submitted 

that  such  a  recognition  would  increase  the  validity  of  materials 

concerning  the  black  experience  thereby  enhancing  the  study  and 

comprehension  of  the  black  mind  and  black  activities.  Earl  E. 

Thorpe  (1970)  makes  the  following  observation:   "The  history  of 

ideas,  or  intellectual  history,  is  a  fairly  new  field  in  which 

there  is  considerable  current  interest....  As  surprising  as  it 

may  seem,  no  previous  study  has  been  conducted  which  analyzes  the 

Negro  mind  in  the  United  States."  Still,  some  studies  have  emphasized 

certain  areas  of  black  life  and  thought.  Prominent  among  these 

studies,  aside  from  Thorpe's  book,  The  Mind  of  the  Negro,  are 
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The  Negro  Family,  E.  Pranklin  Frazier;  Negro  Labor,  Chai'les  V/esley 
and  others;  The  Negro's  God,  Benjamin  Mays;  The  Negro  Author, 
Vernon  Loggins;  The  Negro  in  Drama,  Frederick  W.  Bond;  Negro  Art, 
Alain  Locke;  The  Negro  Kind  as  Reflected  in  Letters  Written  During 
the  Crisis,  and  Negro  Slave  Songs,  Mies  Mark  Fisher. 

Intellectual  history  of  black  thought  in  the  literature  is  a 
fairly  new  field  in  which  there  is  considerable  current  interest. 
This  is  true  for  black  as  well  as  white  historians.  Facts  seldom 
occur  pure  and  free  from  interpretation  or  ideas.  And,  in  reality 
most  of  the  facts  one  gathers  come  heavily  laden  with  ideas. 
Historians  may  not  always  be  aware  of  these  ideas,  as  they  obscure 
the  facts,  but  they  are  there  nevertheless.  The  only  pure  facts  in 
historical  investigations  express  a  traditional  relation  in 
traditional  terms,  such  as  "John  Chavis  was  born  in  1763."  a  fact 
uninterpreted.  Ideas  dig  deeper.  They  correspond  to  the  substance 
of  one's  inner  life,  which  may  be  fluid,  indefinite  and  changeable. 

While  approximating  black  thought,  one  goes  beyond  the  bare  data; 
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this  makes  the  fact  exciting  and  interesting. 

By  1975,  Charlayne  of  the  New  York  Times  reports  that  black 
intellectuals  are  divided  over  ideological  direction.  Historians 
are  viewing  the  growing  ideological  debate  between  the  advocates 
of  a  "new"  communism-socialism  and  advocates  of  black  nationalism 
as  a  part  of  a  historical  pattern  of  black  development  in  which 
periods  of  activism  are  followed  by  periods  of  intospetion  and 
theorizing.  The  question  seems  to  be  whether  race  and  culture  is 
the  most  important  factor  in  the  oppression  of  black  people  or 
whether  being  poor  is. 

Some  of  the  Black  Studies  Departments  at  colleges  ^nd 
universities  are  divided  over  the  issues.  Marxist-Lenists 
maintain  a  Pan-Africanist  view  while  Socialist  views  are  held  by 
black  nationalists.  Harold  Cruse  argues  that  neither  side  knows 
what  it  is  doing  and  that  the  whole  debate  is  merely  confusing. 
John  Henrik  Clarke  believes  that  black  oppression  is  due  to  color 
and  to  cultural  conflicts,  and  that  a  solution  must  derive  from  and 
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be  carried  out  by  black  people.  Vincent  Harding  feels  that  the 
debate  is  necessary  and  says  that  the  black  movement  has  "gained 
a  right  of  its  own  to  demand  that  it  be  dealt  with  as  a  power.' 
Harding  holds  that  there  are  new  forces  at  work  in  the  world  that 
have  implications  for  what  happens  in  America  which  includes  seeing 
revolutionary  movements  develop  and  succeed  in  such  places  as 
Mozanbique  and  Guinea  Bissau.  C.L.R.  James,  in  his  Black  Jacobins, 
written  in  the  thirties,  held  at  that  time  the  "race  question  is 
subsiding  to  the  class  question  in  politics,  and  to  think  of 
imperialism  in  terms  of  race  is  disastrous.  But  to  neglect  the 
racial  factor  as  merely  incidential  is  an  error  only  less  grave 
than  to  make  it  fundamental."  Of  todays  debate  between  black 
intellectuals,  James  feels  that  the  real  issue  should  be  the 
struggle  for  revolutionary  emancipation.  This  can  be  attained, 
he  implies,  without  quarreling. 

The  dialogues  around  the  relationship  between  the  socialist 
revolution  and  black  liberation  plus  the  dynamics  of  the  strategy 
and  the  tactics  being  debated  will  probably  direct  or  redirect 
future  revisions  in  black  historiography;  whatever  the  case,  John 
Hope  Franklin's  article  to  the  Journal  some  years  ago  seems 
appropriate  at  the  moment:  V/hither  Black  Historiography?  Perhaps 
this  is  an  appropriate  question  to  ask  for  the  1976  bicentennial. 
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INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  ESSAY  SECTION 

The  role  of  today's  teacher  of  black  history  must,  of  necessity 
be  a  revisional  one.  This  is  not  new  to  black  American  historians 
for  their  pattern  has  usually  been  revisionist.  The  early  black 
teacher  of  history,  outraged  by  the  distorted  and  racist  history 
he  had  to  teach,  sought  non-traditional  methods  of  setting  the 
record  straight.  A  few  years  ago,  John  Hope  Franklin  wrote  that 
"if  we  are  to  have  a  history  worthy  of  the  principles  of  truth,  we 
must  revise  our  way  of  looking  at  our  own  history"  (The  University 
of  Chicago  Magazine.  January-February  1970,  pp.  1-2,  20).  Consequently, 
the  prime  mission  of  today's  teacher  of  black  history  should  be  to 
correct  the  errors,  omissions,  and  historians  in  the  literature,  and 
to  attack  the  myths.  In  the  process,  it  is  hoped,  the  teacher  be- 
comes innovative,  creative,  and  non- traditional.  The  articles  in 
this  section  speak  to  the  above  points.  Their  intent  is  to  add  to 
the  reader  appeal  and  to  render  information  on  black  history  which 
will  be  useful  to  interested  American  history  teachers  and  to 
students. 

The  three  essays  by  Doctors  Gilmore,  Phillips  and  Hudson  offer 
interpretations  on  various  aspects  of  black  historiography.  Al-Tony 
Gilmore  contends  that  black  historians  can  no  longer  remain  aloof. 
They  must  orally  transmit  their  knowledge  beyond  the  classroom  into 
the  black  community.  He  raises  the  question  that  "how  can  black 
history  be  functional  if  it  cannot  be  communicated  to  the  people?" 
The  black  historian  has  ignored  or  felt  unimportant  to  the  so- 
called  "lowerclasd'  folk  -  occult  patterns  of  behavior.  Therefore, 
many  of  the  studies  of  black  historians  have  been  middle  class 
history.  For  example,  much  has  been  written  about  Booker  T. 
Washington,  but  little  about  what  he  meant  to  non-literate  blacks. 
In  this  sense,  history  is  written  from  an  elitist  viewpo  -it. 

A  partial  remedy  to  this,  Gilmore  suggests,  would  be  the 
creation  of  new  non-traditional  methodologist  and  sources  that  deal 
with  history  at  the  mass  level.  One  of  the  non- traditional 
historians  is  Earl  E.  Thorpe.  According  to  Gilmore,  Thorpe  is 
the  only  black  historian  who  employs  the  psycho-history  model. 
"In  this,  there  is  potential  for  retrieving  the  thoughts,  ideas 
and  beliefs  of  men  that  cannot  be  ascertained  through  traditional 
sources,"  Gilmore  concludes. 
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In  his  essay,  Ivory  Phillips  summarized  that:   Since 
America-,  is  still  a  racist  society  and  racist  historians  still 
uphold  the  tradition,  black  historians  such  as  Lorone  Bennett, 
John  H.  Clarke,  John  Hope  Franklin,  Benjamin  Quarles,  Joanne 
Grant,  and  new  historians  must  continue  to  work.  For  the  benefit 
of  the  black  people  and  society,  the  black  historian  must  write 
with  a  black  perspective  and  be  a  challenge  to  racist  mythology.'' 

Racism,  Phillips  says,  started  with  the  development  of 
America  and  racist  historians  have  strengthened  the  myth.  As 
historians  have  ignored  and  discredited  the  African  culture  and 
nations,  Americans  have  been  misinformed  and  mis-educated. 
Because  of  this,  society  suffers  from  a  mental  illness  which  has 
deeply  affected  the  black  community.   It  follows,  then,  that  the 
infusion  of  blackness  into  history  has  always  been  necessary. 

The  major  thrust  of  the  article  written  by  the  author  is 
that  while  historians  have  only  recently  agreed  that  the  Civil  War 
was  beneficial  because  of  the  great  moral  need  to  destroy  slavery, 
this  has  been  a  constant  theme  among  black  writers  on  the  subject. 
Hudson  also  indicates  that  although  numerous  books  and  articles 
have  been  written  about  the  causes  of  the  conflict  between  l86l 
and  1865,  views  on  the  subject  by  black  writers  have  been  generally 
ignored.  Yet  much  of  the  efforts  of  the  black  historians  have  been 
generally  devoted  to  the  Civil  War  era.  The  article  ends  with  the 
contention  that  black  historians  have  produced  a  creditable  body 
of  commentary  on  the  causes  of  the  Civil  War,  and  the  feeling  that 
the  Civil  War  was  not  a  needless  war  has  gained  acceptance  among 
the  general  body  of  American  historians.

The  Traditional  Role  of  the  Traditional  Historian 

Most  societies,  and  historians  themselves,  view  the  role  of 
the  historian  as  that  of  uncovering  the  truth  about  human  events 
and  cultural  heritage  in  an  effort  to  understand  man's  present, 
and  anticipate  and  plan  for  social  and  cultural  action.  Behind 
this  expressed  purpose,  however,  lies  the  true  role  which  tradi- 
tional historians  have  played.  Professor  Pressley  put  it  mildly 

when  he  demonstrated  that  historians  reflect  and  support  the 

p 
views  of  the  group  of  which  they  are  a  part.   It  requires  no 

stretch  of  imagination  to  understand  that  the  group  in  power  in 

a  society  will  promote  those  historical  views  which  glorify  it 

and  suppress  or  ignore  the  views  which  villify  it.  To  the  extent 

that  this  happens  then  the  role  of  the  historian  becomes  that  of 

"myth  maker." 

Racism  and  Racist  Historians 

As  America  developed  and  the  seed  of  racism  imbedded  in  it 
germinated,  racist  historians  weaved  and  strengthened  the  myths 
that  were  a  part  of  the  racist  ideology.  The  genocidal 
extermination  of  the  American  Indian  was  not  reported  or  interpreted 
as  mass  murder  but  as  "fulfilling  our  manifest  destiny"  and 
"clearing  away  the  frontier."  The  enslaving  of  millions  of 
Africans  was  not  only  seen  as  a  "necessary  evil"  but  "a  blessing 
in  disguise/   liany  indentions  and  other  contributions  made  by 
blacks  were  credited  to  whites.  On  the  other  hand,  blacks  who 
are  recognized  as  outstanding  are  viewed  as  exceptions  to  the 
rule  of  the  average  black  person.  Thus  the  myth  of  black 
intellectual  inferiority  persists.   Historians  ignored  and 
discredited  African  cultures  and  nations  such  as  Songhai*-  Helle, 
Zimbabwe,  Ethiopia,  and  Ghana.   The  entire  continent  was  described 
as  "the  dark  continent."  Its  people  were  called  "savage"  and 
Europeans  brought  them  "civilization." 
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The  list  of  violations  of  historical  honesty  could  go  on 
and  on.  As  America  escalated  into  a  society  based  on  racist 
exploitation,  racist  myths  became-  important  to  justify  the  nature 
and  structure  of  the  society.  Thus,  one  should  not  be  surprised 
at  the  way  Walter  L.  Flemming,  John  K.  Bettersworth,  U.  B.  Phillips, 
and  others  view  the  issue  of  black  and  white  relations  in  America. 

Just  as  important  as  the  researching  and  interpretation  of 
history  was  the  teaching  of  history.  Having  been  reared  in  a  racist 
society  and  studied  racist  history  books,  educators  proccaded  to 
teach  racist  history.  For  years,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  this 
day  most  schools  use  history  primarily  as  a  means  of  socialization. 
In  most  cases  this  socialization  means  indoctrination.  It  is 
emphasized  to  the  neglect  of  using  history  and  social  studies  to 
promote  understanding  the  structure  of  the  disciplines  and  to  pro- 
mote decision-making.   As  a  consequence  of  this  racist  history 
interpretation  and  teaching,  generations  of  Americans  have  been 
miseducated  and  misinformed. 

Therefore,  in  a  very  real  sense,  this  society  suffers  from  a 
mental  illness.  The  vast  majority  of  whites  have  such  distorted 
views  of  themselves  and  their  culture  as  superior  to  all  others. 
Black,  red,  brown  and  yellow  people  are  all  seen  as  inferior. 
Their  cultures  are  ridiculed  and  profaned.  Their  women  and 
humanity  are  not  respected.  Ail  of  this  because  the  "myth 
makers"  have  been  very  skilled  in  distorting  history  and  consequent- 
ly the  minds  of  white  people.   The  other  side  of  the  two-edged 
sword  is  that  the  mental  illness  has  spewed  over  into  the  black 
community  to  affect  ou:-  own  sisters  and  brothers.   The  fact  that  for 
centuries  moet  blacks  in  America  were  not  provided  with  schools  and 
that  for  a  long  period  thereafter  were  sent  to  segregated  schools 
did  not  prevent  them  from  being  affected  by  American  mis-education. 

Professor  Stauipp  points  out  many  views  in  which  white  slave  masters

attempted  to  make  the  slaves  stand  in  fear.   Of  course  the 

assault  went  deeper  than  that.   It  aimed  at  convincing  blacks  that 

they  were  inferior  to  whites.  As  a  result,  many  blacks  came  to 

feel  that  theirs  was  an  inferior  race.  Many  misinformed  ancestors 
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of  ours  felt  that  we  had  made  no  contribution  as  a  people.  Many 
felt  that  "civilization"  was  bestowed  upon  us  by  white  people.  E. 
Franklin  Frazier  and  Nathan  Hare  have  described  and  catalogued  in 
their  writings  ways  in  which  we  manifest  feelings  of  inferiority, 
and  as  a  result,  imitate  the  speech,  dress,  culture,  and  life 

Q 

styles  of  whites.   For  one  group  to  feel  inferior  to  another  is  as 
much  of  a  mental  illness  as  one  group  feeling  superior.  For  both 
conditions  the  racist  historian  has  to  share  part  of  the  blame 
and  guilt. 

Black  Historians  and  Blackness 

As  a  result  of  the  kind  of  mis-education  and  mental  illness 
described  above  pioneer  black  historians  such  as  Carter  G.  Woodson, 
Charles  H.  Wesley,  William  Leo  Hansberry,  W.E.B.  DuBois,  J.  A. 
Rogers  and  John  R.  Lynch  began  their  work.  Dr.  Woodson  under- 
took a  wonderful  but  herculian  task  in  an  effort  to  promote  black 
history.  Thus,  early  black  historians  produced  a  great  deal  of 
excellent  works.  These  historians  were  concerned  with  restoring 
omissions  and  correcting  distortions  about  the  history  of  black 
people.  But  they  were  also  concerned  with  increasing  the  pride  of 
black  people  in  their  cultural  heritage.   In  more  ways  than  one 
Woodson,  LuBois,  and  Rogers  taught  "Black  is  Beautiful." 

These  infusions  of  blackness  were  vitally  necessary.  The 
very  brilliance  of  the  works  and  the  men  themselves  were  stark 
contradictions  of  the  racist  myths  that  were  being  projected.  The 
militant  and  enlightening  messages  of  these  pioneer  black 
historians  say  to  us  t iday  that  we  are  not  the  first  but  the 
descendants  of  a  long  line  of  educators  who  were  concerned  about  our 
black  identity  and  about  writing  history  from  a  black  perspective. 

As  the  DuBoises  and  Hasberries  produced  their  works,  the 
traditional  racists  historians  did  not  allow  them  full  reign.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  many  hinderances  blocked  the  path  of  the  black 
historian.  One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  was  the  lack  .1  adequate 
publishing  companies  to  publish  the  black  truth.  The  overwhelming 
majority  of  companies  were  owned  by  whites.  This  means,  to  a 
certain  degree,  censorship  of  many  facts  and  interpretations  which 
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were  contrary  to  those  espoused  by  the  majority.  This  also 
meant  that  if  black  historians  published  their  works  independently, 
the  circulation  and  thus  the  influence  would  be  much  less  than 
more  popular  historical  publications. 

A  second  obstacle  was  the  fact  that  many  of  the  documents 
needed  by  black  historians  in  their  work  were  housed  in  southern 
court  houses,  city  halls,  and  old  mansions.  Due  to  racist 
attitudes  and  behavior  in  those  areas,  these  documents  were 
inaccessible  to  black  historians.  This  meant  that  racist  histor- 
ians could  interpret  the  documents  as  they  saw  fit  without 
professional  critics  using  the  same  historical  evidence. 

A  third  obstacle  which  has  actually  been  a  weapon  against 
black  historians  or  any  others  who  would  weaken  and  destroy  the 
myths  which  solidify  this  racist  country  has  been  the  ignoring 
and  discrediting  of  new  historical  evidence.  One  excellent 
case  in  point  is  the  findings  of  Dr.  Louis  Leakey  nearly  a 
generation  ago.    Nevertheless,  high  school  and  college  history 
textbooks  continue  to  ignore  or  give  little  space  to  that 
evidence.  Another  example  is  this  brush  off  that  William  L.  Katz 
gives  to  one  of  J.  A.  Rogers  works,  "The  author,  who  did  his  own 
research  and  publishing,  is  prone  to  unsupported  generalizations 
and  some  exaggerations...."    For  years  the  works  of  Dr.  William 
Leo  Hansberry  were  ignored  by  virtually  every  national  publication 
except  the  Association  for  the  Study  of  Negro  Life  and  History  and 
Johnson  Publishing  Company. 

The  fourth  great  obstacle  to  early  black  historians  was  a 
lack  of  acequate  finances  and  opportunity  for  training.  Both  of 
these  are  required  for  top  quality  historical  research.  Due  to 
the  racism  of  America,  blacks  were  always  short  of  both. 

Despite  these  obstacles  our  pioneering  brothers  and  sisters 
laid  an  excellent  foundation  for  infusing  blackness  into  history. 
But  the  battle  is  not  over;  there  is  still  much  work  that  can 
and  must  be  done  by  contemporary  black  historians. 

It  is  somewhat  ironic  that  contemporary  black  historians 
face  the  same  obstacles,  with  sophisticated  camouflages,  as  the 
pioneers.  This  is  true  despite  the  militant  black  rhetoric 
emerging  in  the  middle  1960's.  Nevertheless,  the  challenge  is

there.  White  historians,  scientists,  educators,  and  politicians 
are  still  defending  the  racist  ideologies  of  their  forefathers. 
The  strength  of  these  myths  determine  to  a  great  extent  the  behavior 
of  blacks  and  whites  toward  themselves  and  one  another. 

Since  this  is  still  the  case,  since  America  is  still  a  racist 
society  and  since  the  number  of  traditional  racist  historians  still 
do  all  in  their  power  to  white  history  that  will  reflect  and  uphold 
a  racist  tradition,  black  historians  have  no  alternative.  People 
such  as  Lerone  Bennett,  John  H.  Clarke,  John  Hope  Franklin, 
Benjamin  Quarles,  and  Joanne  Grant  must  continue  their  work.  They 
must  be  joined  by  even  more  and  more  brilliant  young  historians. 
For  the  benefit  of  black  people,  for  the  benefit  of  a  sane  society, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  truth,  the  black  historian  must,  forever  be  a 
standard  bearer  for  the  black  perspective  and  a  challenger  to 
racist  mythology. 
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THE  1IEED  OF  THE  BLACK  HISTORIAN  TO  BB  CREATIVE  AMD  INNOVATIVE. 
Al-Tony  Gilmore  ' 

The  history  of  black  people  will  forever  be  plagued  with 
a  "gapping  void"  until  innovative  and  creative  ways  are  found 
to  document  the  black  experience  at  the  mass  level.  Par  too 
many  black  historians,  in  the  past,  have  either  neglected,  felt 
unimportant,  or  been  ashamed  of  "the  so-called  'lowerclass'  and 
the  'underworld'  folk-occult  patterns  of  behavior,  deeming  such 
concerns  better  left  to  either  the  esoteric  antiquarian  or 
sociologist,  or  to  the  obscurantist  folklorist."   They  have 
also  fallen  short  of  placing  in  proper  historical  perspective 
the  lives  of  too  many  black  people  who  left  nothing  significant 
about  themselves  in  print.  Thus,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the 
studies  of  most  black  historians,  like  those  of  nearly  all  white 
historians,  are  essentially  middle-class  history;  studies  that 
give  an  abundance  of  thoroughly  documented  information  about  the 
literate  and  the  leaders  and  little  or  nothing  about  the  non- 
literate,  semi-literate  and  the  followers.  Consequently,  black 
history  is,  by  and  large,  a  grossly  unbalanced  history;  a  history 
that  has  left  unanswered  far  too  many  important  and  crucial 
questions  about  the  masses. 

For  example,  as  much  as  has  been  written  about  Booker  T. 
Washington,  extremely  little  has  been  revealed  about  what  he  meant 
to  inarticulate  and  non-literate  blacks;  those  who  left  in  print 
few  of  their  attitudes,  beliefs,  and  ideas.  While  there  can  be 
no  doubt  about  his  impact  on  the  lives  of  blacks,  it  has  been 
assumed  that  Washington  served  as  a  leader  of  a  great  number  of 
these  people.  The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  we  simply  do  not 
know  because  we  lack  adequate  traditional  evidence  to  convinc- 
ingly support  such  an  assertion.  But  the  problem  is  that  we  may 
never  know  the  answer  to  inquiries  of  this  type  not  only  con- 
cerning Washington  but  countless  other  key  issues,  events  and 
personalities  and  their  relations  to  the  masses  as  long  as  our 
hopes  are  banked  on  the  discerning  of  traditional  evidence. 
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When  used  alone,  traditional  historical  sources — official 
documents,  letters,  papers,  written  memoirs,  etc. — are 
insufficient  in  the  construction  of  history  that  includes  the 
perspectives  of  the  masses.  Ab  author  Alex  Haley  aptly  points 
out,  "history  has  been  written,  recorded,  and  stored  by  the 
winners."   This  is  particularly  true  of  black  history  before 
the  twentieth  century.  Hence,  when  one  uses  exclusively  sources 
of  the  traditional  sort,  they  merely  become  euphemisms  for  writing 
history  from  an  elitist  point  of  view.  The  problem  is  further 
complicated  when  constructing  black  history  because,  then, 
traditional  sources  are  altogether  too  often  used  as  euphemisms  for 
writing  history  from  white  perspectives. 

As  a  partial  remedy  to  this  situation,  we  sorely  need  the 
creation  of  new  and  cultivation  of  non-traditional  historical 
methodologies  and  sources  that  deal  with  history  at  the  mass  level. 
Such  approaches,  however,  should  be  used  cautiously  and  their 
potentials  not  misconstrued  to  mean  that  they  are  in  any  way 
substitutes  for  those  commonly  employed  by  historians.  Rather, 
the  role  of  the  innovative  and  new  in  relation  to  the  traditional 
should  primarily  be  supportive. 

Obviously,  the  introduction,  sophistication,  and  refinement 
of  new  historical  methods  and  sources  that  deal  with  the  masses  is 
not  going  to  be  an  easy  task.  However,  for  the  immediate  future, 
black  historians  should  seriously  consider  the  applicability  of 
two  approaches  which  show  tremendous  potential  for  the  development 
of  a  balanced  black  history;  oral  history  and  psycho-history. 

Stating  the  case  for  oral  history,  black  historian  Okon  Uya 
says,  "we  know  as  a  people  how  to  maintain  an  oral  history  of 
ourselves,  the  problem  is  that  we  as  historians  have  neglected  our 
duties  in  the  proper  collecting  of  it."J  Black  historians  have 
been  so  dependent  on  the  crutch  of  print  until  they  have  forgotten 
what  the  memory  is  capable  of.   Perhaps  this  is  why  the  V.'.P.A. 
slave  narratives  have  largely  gone  untapped  by  black  historians. 

Still  there  are  other  reasons  why  some  areas  of  oral  history 
have  not  been  attractive  to  black  historians.  Despite  the  undeni- 
able importance  and  potential  of  black  folklore,  for  example,  few 
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black  historians  have  utilized  it  as  a  viable  source.  One  possible 
reason  is  the  association  of  folklore  with  the  white  stereotype  of 
blacks.  Much  of  folklore  speaks  of  the  alleged  superstitious  nature 
of  blacks  and  their  'natural"  sense  of  rhythm.  Also,  folklore  has 
been  used  as  a  tool  of  white  racists  in  their  efforts  to  substantiate 
the  stereotype.   If  this  is  the  case,  then  the  reluctance  of  black 
historians  to  use  folklore  is  understandable.  However,  to  the 
extent  that  black  historians  have  almost  completely  neglected 
folklore  as  a  historical  source,  such  a  situation  is  bad. 

With  the  exception  of  Earl  Thorpe,  no  other  black  historian, 
at  least  in  writings,  has  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  psycho- 
analysis. Although  it  has  increased  man's  understanding  of  human 
nature,  writes  Thorpe,  "historians  have  made  too  little  use  of 
this  tool."   Psycho-history  is  history  written  from  the  perspective 
of  the  repressed  unconscious.   It  has  tremendous  potential  for 
retrieving  the  thoughts,  ideas,  and  beliefs  of  men  that  cannot 
be  ascertained  through  traditional  sources.  Hopefully,  other 
black  historians  in  the  pursuit  of  a  balanced  history  will  follow 
Thorpe . 

Another  problem  among  black  historians,  equally  as  important 
as  methodologies  and  sources,  has  been  the  failure  to  adequately 
communicate  the  findings  of  their  research  to  the  people  who  need 
it  the  most — the  black  masses.  We  must  not  be  content  to  merely 
write  for  each  other  while  the  remaining  copies  of  our  studies, 
in  both  book  and  article  form,  gather  dust  in  library  shelves. 
One  does  not  necessarily  have  to  compromise  scholarship  to  write  in 
a  style  easily  readable  and  understandable  to  popular  audiences. 
Nor  is  scholarship  diminished  in  the  least  by  submitting  a  portion 
of  our  manuscripts,  mainly  articles,  to  other  than  "so-called" 
scholarly  journals.  Black  historians  should  be  realistic  enough 
to  admit  that  not  many  black  people,  including  most  undergraduate 
history  majors,  are  going  to  read  journals  of  the  scholarly  genre 
with  any  degree  of  regularity.  There  are  numerous  black  newspapers 
and  popular  periodicals,  however,  with  circulations  that  far  exceed 
those  of  many  scholarly  publications.  Thus,  there  should  be  no 
trepidation  in  gearing  a  portion  of  our  writings  for  other  than 
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scholarly  publications.  Besides,  we  have  less  an  obligation 

to  black  and  white  scholars  of  history  than  we  do  to  scholarship 

and  black  people. 

Further,  black  historians  can  no  longer  afford  the  luxury 
of  residing  intellectually  solely  in  their  ebony  towers  of 
learning.  They  must  orally  transmit  their  knowledge  beyond  the 
traditional  forums  of  the  classroom  and  scholarly  meetings  and 
into  the  black  community  at  every  feasible  opportunity.  It  is 
indeed  unfortunate  that  out  of  one  hundred  black  persons 
randomly  interviewed  within  a  three-block  radius  of  the  Association 
for  the  Study  of  Afro-American  Life  and  History  in  Washington,  D.C., 
and  the  Schomburg  Collection  in  New  York  City,  less  than  ten 
percent  in  either  instance  knew  of  the  location  of  these 
institutions;  much  worse,  however,  less  than  five  percent  knew 
anything  about  their  functions.   Can  black  history  truly  be  a 
functional  history  if  better  ways  are  not  found  to  filter  it  to 
the  people?  This  is  a  grim  but  crucial  question  which  every 
practicing  black  historian  must  ask  of  him  or  herself  as  we 
move  toward  the  development  of  a  more  balanced  and  functional 
history. 
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THE  i^EEPED  WAR  BETWEEJI  THE  STATES:  BLACK  HISTORIOGRAPHY  AMD  THE 
AMERICAN  CIVIL  WAR  ,  Gossie  Harold  Hudson 

Black  historians  have  written  a  good  deal  about  the  causes  of 
the  Civil  War  and  none  of  them  view  the  conflict  as  unnecessary. 
Historians  in  the  1960's  and  1970' s  have  continued  to  examine  the 
American  Civil  War  and  its  causes.  Increasingly  they  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  war  was  beneficial  because  of  the  great  moral 
need  to  destroy  slavery.  While  such  a  conclusion  is  both  new  and 
surprising  to  white  historians,  it  has  been  a  constant  theme  among 
black  writers  on  the  war. 

Professor  I.  A.  Newby  writes  that  historians  reflect  the  society 
in  which  they  live,  and  therefore,  'the  mistreatment  of  blacks  in 
history  is  not  difficult  to  explain.'   In  the  late  nineteenth  century 
when  scholars  first  undertook  the  study  of  the  Civil  War,  they 
professed  a  dedication  to  scientific  history,  and  yet  they  failed 
to  transcend  the  intellectual  currents  of  their  times.  A  number  of 
white  writers  applied  Darwinism  to  society  and  race,  and  sought 
authority  for  doing  so  in  history,  as  well  as  the  other  social 
sciences.  Historians  generally  reflected  the  values  of  the  larger 
society.  Often  viewing  the  past  from  a  white,  middle-class 
perspective,  they  were  ill-equipped  by  training  and  background  to 
comprehend  the  black  man's  dilemma  in  America.   Similarly,  they 
failed  to  incorporate  the  black  experience  into  the  history  of  the 

nation  as  a  whole,  and  especially  missed  the  significance  of  the

institution  of  slavery  as  a  cause  of  the  Civil  War. 

Edmund  S.  Morgan  claims  that  "we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
those  who  have  insisted  that  slavery  was  something  else  more  than 
an  exception."   To  this  conclusion  may  also  be  added  that  a  large 
debt  of  gratitude  is  owed  the  black  historian  of  yesteryears  and 
today  who  have  always  insisted  "that  slavery  should  have  been 
abolished  when  the  nation  was  founded." 

The  recent  civil  rights  movement  has  produced  a  new  awareness 
of  black  history  among  historians,  educators,  and  laymen.  Scholars 
now  point  out  in  their  writings  that  racism  was  characteristic  of 
American  society  from  its  early  beginnings.   They  assert  that  the 
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proper  role  of  the  black  man  was  a  central  issue  in  American  society 
from  colonial  times  until  the  early  twentieth  century  as  it  has  been 
in  the  1960's  and  1970's.  The  black  man,  indeed,  is  steadily 
becoming  recognized  as  a  key  to  American  history  and  one  of  its 
distinctive  themes. 

Within  the  last  decade,  a  new  group  of  scholars  have  challenged 
views  long  held  by  historians.  Traditional  historians  held  that 
blacks  were  of  little  consequence  to  the  American  tradition.  Some 
so-called  "revisionists"  believed  that  blacks  made  certain  important 
contributions  to  the  American  heritage.  But  historians  in  general 
missed  the  significance  of  the  black  experience  for  American  history 
in  general,  and  the  Civil  War  in  particular.  Fortunately,  a  new 
historiography  has  begun  to  bring  a  radical  shift  tc  interpre- 
tation. Black  history  is  now  "in."  The  ultimate  purpose  of 
this  new  historiography  is  not  merely  to  investigate,  verify, 
and  record  facts  about  blacks.  True,  such  is  necessary,  for  as 
Carter  G.  Woodson  wrote;   "It  would  be  sheer  folly  to  deny  or  to 
minimize  the  history  in  a  manner  that  excludes  blacks  and  white 
racism."  In  fact,  these  central  elements  in  United  States 
history  deserve  treatment  in  depth  and  with  candor. 

But  the  latest  studies  stress  the  importance  of  institutions 
like  slavery  to  long  periods  of  American  history,  and  regard 
black  people  as  a  key  to  the  meaning  of  the  American  experience. 
"What  tends  to  distinguish  historians  of  this  new  school  from 
their  predecessors  and  colleagues,"  John  Hope  Franklin  suggests, 
"is  a  willingness  to  accept  the  premise  that  the  Negro  is,  and 
always  has  been  entirely  human."  The  result  is  a  revised 
interpretation  of  well-established  and  widely  accepted  views  of 
history. 

The  most  interesting  aspect  of  this  new  historiography  is 
that  not  much  of  it  is  new — at  least  to  blacks.  There  has  long 
been  a  historical  tradition  among  black  Americans,  one  that  has 
been  generally  ignored  by  the  writers  of  American  history. 
According  to  John  Hope  Franklin,  after  the  1900' s,  the  Association 
for  the  Study  of  Negro  Life  and  History  led,  stimulated  and  inspired 
"the  Negro  community  regarding  its  own  past  and  led  in  the  fight 
to  make  the  study  of  Negro  life  and  history  a  respectable  field 
of  intellectual  endeavor." 
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The  hesitancy  of  white  publishers  and  authors  concerning 
Negro  history  had  the  effect  of  forcing  blacks  to  write  and 
publish  themselves.  Until  a  few  years  ago,  black  historians 
were  almost  totally  ignored  by  white  historians.  Although  many 
black  historians  had  been  trained  by  the  best  American  univer- 
sities, they  were  not  considered  objective  enough  to  write

black  history,  or  write  about  whites. 

Black  historians  have  had  a  long  and  outstanding  record  of 
writing  history  and  are  responsible  for  nearly  all  meaningful 
black  history.  The  black  historian  has  had  to  work  against 
adverse  public  sentiment,  a  remnant  of  old  pronouncements  of 
racial  inferiority.  Still,  his  deep  urge  to  see  and  clearly 
understand  the  whole  of  his  racial  heritage  has  led  him  to  make 
commentary  on  all  aspects  of  the  American  civilization.  Much  of 
the  efforts  of  the  black  historians  has  been  devoted  to  the  epoch 
of  the  Civil  War. 

Although  many  books  and  articles  have  been  written  about 
the  causes  of  the  American  Civil  War,  views  on  this  subject  by 
black  writers  have  been  generally  ignored.   In  their  search  for 
responsibility  for  the  Civil  V/ar,  some  white  historians  have 
pictured  slavery  as  an  evil  institution  and  as  the  primary  cause 
of  the  war.  Many  have  seen  the  conflict  as  an  issue  of  freedom 
versus  slavery  and  as  being  influenced  by  the  abolition  movement, 
or  by  the  failures  of  the  various  compromises.  These  views 
constitute  the  positions  held  by  most  black  historians,  who  also 
have  differing  opinions  about  the  causes  of  the  Civil  V/ar. 

In  order  to  include  all  blacks  who  wrote  on  the  Civil  V/ar, 
the  writer  utilized  the  categories  of  both  the  non-professional 
as  well  as  the  professional  historian.  Professional  historians 
were  formally  trained  in  pursuing  the  writing  and  teaching  of 
history.  According  to  Carter  G.  Woodson,  non-professional  historians 
were  often  "editors,  ministers,  teachers,  and  agitators  for  the 
abolition  of  slavery  and  for  the  Negro  as  citizens."  Most  of  the 
non-professional  black  historians  wrote  because  of  a  deep-seated 
urge  to  present  to  America  observations  on  the  black  man's  role 
in  the  history  of  the  nation. 
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Black  historians  such  as  George  Washington  Williams,  Joseph 
Thomas  Wilson,  John  R.  Lynch,  George  W.  Brown,  Alrutheus  Ambush 
Taylor,  Jane  Shakelford,  Louis  E.  Lomax,  along  with  white  writers 
like  James  Ford  Phodes,  Allan  Nevins,  Peter  Geyl,  and  Arthur 
Schlesinger,  Jr.,  held  that  the  institution  of  slavery  was  the 
preeminent  cause  of  the  war.  Other  black  writers  gave  preeminence 
to  the  moral  issues  as  a  cause,  but  saw  interrelated  issues.  Among 
latter  scholars  were  Lorenzo  Dow  Turner,  Albert  Brooks,  Lerone  D. 
Bennett,  and  Luther  Porter  Jackson. 

Reflecting  the  revolutionary  changes  that  took  place  in 
American  life  prior  to  the  Civil  War,  a  group  of  historians  have 
been  interested  in  social  and  economic  problems,  distribution  of 
wealth,  and  political  power  of  economic  groups.  Though  their 
emphasis  and  orientation  differ  in  some  respects,  the  writings  of 
Alain  Lock,  W.E.B.  LuBois  and  Williams  are  reminiscent  of  Charles 
A.  Beard.  Highly  evident  in  the  literature  was  the  fact  that  not 
all  of  the  black  authors  blamed  the  war  primarily  on  slavery. 
Foremost  among  those  individuals  are  Jay  Saunders  Redding  and 
Earl  E.  Thorpe:  both  saw  the  impact  of  psychological  factors. 
They  tended  to  support  the  premise  of  scholars  James  G„  Randall, 
Avery  0.  Craven,  and  Rollins  G.  Osterweis. 

A  number  of  historians  have  shown  how  the  election  of  Lincoln 
was  a  catalyst  to  the  sectional  controversy.  Edward  Austin  Johnson, 
George  Brown,  Clinton  E.  Knox,  and  Carter  G.  Woodson  paralleled 
Charles  Edward  Cauthen  and  Harold  S.  Schultz's  contentions  in 
demanding  that  the  Union  was  at  a  crossroads  in  i860,  and  that 
when  a  "Black  Republican"  candidate  was  elected,  the  South  made 
good  its  threat  to  secede.  Also,  the  natural  influences  of 
geography  helped  to  make  sectionalism  a  factor  underlying  the 
Civil  War.  Black  historians  Charles  Wesley,  Arna  Bontemps,  Merl 
Eppse,  and  Knox  have  pointed  to  this  factor. 

It  was  not  possible  to  assign  black  historians  to  any  particular 
school  of  thought.  However,  their  views  do  show  similarities  to 
those  of  white  American  historians  who  have  written  on  the  subject. 
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Howard  K.  Beale  says; 

"Historians,  whatever  their  predispositions,  assign 
to  the  Civil  War  causes  ranging  from  one  single  force  or 
phenomenon  to  patterns  so  complex  and  manifold  that  they 
include  intricately  interwoven,  all  the  important  movements, 
thoughts,  and  actions  of  the  decades  before  1861.... 
Consequently,  weakness,  economic  interest,  divine  will, 
political  ambition,  climate,  'irrepressible  conflict,1 
emotion,  rival  cultures,  high  moral  principles,  and  chance, 
have  severally  been  accredited  with  bringing  on  the  war.  „ 
There  is  a  marxian  interpretation,  also  a  racist  theory.'  ' 

One  or  more  black  historians  have  accepted  all  of  the  above 
explanations.  However,  black  scholars  have  been  markedly  less 
concerned  in  such  things  as  clashing  constitutional  interpretations 
and  climate  and  chance,  and  black  historians  have  been  more  vigorous 
in  denouncing  the  slave-owning  class  and  in  praising  the  abolition- 
ists than  has  been  the  case  with  white  historians.  Also,  black 
historians  failed  to  join  the  group  of  thinkers  who  held  that  Pres- 
ident Lincoln  tricked  the  South  into  firing  the  first  shot.  Moreover, 
black  historians  have  failed  to  see  that  this  was  a  needless  war, 
and  in  this  are  quite  different  than  a  number  of  white  historians. 

As  one  analyzes  the  efforts  cf  black  historians  to  explain 

the  coming  of  the  Civil  War,  he  comes  upon  a  variety  of  explanations 

of  the  conflict.  Some  black  historians  used  the  BIBLE  to  justify 

the  war.  Earl  E.  Thorpe  concludes  that  black  writers  "have 

generally  shown  a  belief  that  somehow  God  is  molding  the  destiny 

of  man."    One  adherent  to  this  view  was  John  Edward  Bruce,  who 

wrote  The  Awakening  of  Hezekiah  Jones.  Bruce  made  clear  his 

conviction  that: 

"Liberation  from  bondage  was  merely  one  of  the 
incidents  of  the  struggle  which  had  ended  in  the 
overthrow  of  the  slave  power... that  it  was  God's  way 
of  solving  the  problem,  which  for  thirty  years  men 
had  striven  to  solve  in  their  own  way.  For  it  had 
been  ordained  from  the  beginning  that  this  people 
should  be  free.  Man  proposes  and  God  disposes." 

William  Taylor  in  his  book,  The  Cause  and  Probable  Result  of 

the  Civil  War  in  America,  rendered  an  interesting  view  in  this 

vein  by  observing  that  Booker  T.  Washington  contended  that: 
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"The  Negro  slaves  always  believed  that  some  day 
they  would  be  free.  From  the  Bible,  the  only  book 
that  the  masses  of  people  knew  anything  about — 
they  learned  the  story  of  Israel — of  the  house  of 
bondage,  and  of  forty  years  of  wandering  in  the 
wilderness,  and  they  easily  learned  to  apply  this 
story  to  their  own  case.  There  was  always  a  feeling 
among  them  that  some  day,  from  somewhere  or  other, 
a  prophet  would  arise  who  would  lead  them  out  of 
slavery." 

George  Washington  Williams  emphasized  yet  another  point  of  view  at 
issue.  Another  possible  stimulus  for  the  war,  according  to 
Williams,  was  a  plot,  discovered  in  Baltimore  on  February  22, 
to  assassinate  President  Abraham  Lincoln.  Williams  said:  "... 
A  feeling  of  horror  and  anger  stirred  the  heart  of  the  entire 

Worth.  Men  who  felt  like  exhausting  every  measure  of  pacification

and  concession  were  eager  for  war." 

As  with  all  human  beings,  historians  are  influenced  by  such 
things  as  physical,  environmental,  family,  and  other  social, 
economic,  political  and  psychological  considerations.  The  black 
historian  has  been  no  exception.   Sometimes  he  has  been  prejudiced 
in  his  explanations,  but  so  have  many  white  historians.   "If  they 
were  partisans  of  the  Union,"  said  David  Potter,  "they  had  explained 
it  in  terms  of  slavery  and  disunion. ...   If  they  were  partisans  of 
the  South,  they  expanded  it  in  terms  of  the  secession  issue." 
Charles  Wesley  said  of  DuBois:   :  He  admitted  his  pro-Negro  premises 
and  proceeded  to  prove  them.  He  was  for  Negroes  in  history. " 

In  addition,  James  Pennington  wrote:   '  I  have  met  with  not  a 
few  colored  persons  who  held  historical  views  as  prejudicial  to  the 
truth  in  our  case  as  the  whites  do."  ^  In  1958,  Thorpe  surmised 
that  "the  large  and  creditable  body  of  literature  produced  by 
Negro  historians  would  be  more  convincing  (hence  a  greater 
contribution) ,  had  the  work  been  conceived  in  an  outlook 
farther  removed  from  the  cause — serving  of  a  racial  nature." 
To  this  extent,  Thorpe  agrees  with  DuBois'  position  in  Black 
Reconstruction.  Here  DuBois  declared:   'Negroes  have  done 
some  excellent  work  on  their  own  history  and  defense.   It  suffers 
of  course,  from  natural  partianship  and  a  desire  to  prove  a  case 
in  face  of  a  chorus  of  unfair  attacks."  ' 
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The  antebellum  period  produced  agitators  and  leaders  who 
were  not  in  themselves  the  cause  of  the  Civil  War,  but  merely

its  instruments.  They  kept  the  "boiler  hot  until  it  exploded.'7 
For  instance,  in  David  Walker's  Appeal ,  Walker  harangued i 

"That  we,  (Colored  people  of  these  United  States  of 
America),  are  the  most  wretched,  degraded,  and  abject 
set  of  beings  that  ever  lived  since  the  world  began, 
and  that  the  white  Americans  having  reduced  us  to  the 
wretched  state  of  slavery,  treat  us  in  that  condition 
more  cruel... than  any  heathen  nation  did  any  people 
whom  it  had  reduced  to  our  conditions...." 

Although  the  Appeal  was  no  historical  work,  it  probably  helped 
to  influence  many  black  historians  to  see  the  war  in  terms  of 
slavery  versus  freedom.  Normal  W.  Walton,  black  writer,  under- 
lined this  contention  when  he  enunciated  in  an  article  2   '  It  has 
been  proven  that  mankind  is  easily  swayed  by  propaganda — perhaps 
the  most  striking  example  of  this  fact  occurred  in  the  United 

States  in  the  pro-slavery  anti-slavery  argument  which  supposedly

culminated  in  the  Civil  War." 

It  is  highly  doubtful  that  black  historians  have  shown  any 

more  bias  than  has  been  the  case  with  white  historians  who  have 

written  on  the  causes  of  the  Civil  War.  Also,  blacks  have 

scarcely  written  with  any  greater  passion  on  this  subject.  It 

is  highly  probable,  for  example,  that  as  late  as  1973.  no*  as  many 

as  two  hundred  black  scholars  had  ever  received  the  Doctor  of 

Philosophy  in  history.  Despite  this,  black  historians  had 

produced  a  creditable  body  of  sophisticated  commentary  on  the 

causes  of  the  Civil  Wa.',  and  their  feeling  that  the  Civil  War 

was  not  needless  conflict  has  gained  acceptance  among  the  general 

body  of  American  historians. 
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While  engaged  in  this  investigation,  I  received  two  very- 
depressing  letters,  one  concerned  the  death  of  Dr.  Arna  Bontemps. 
His  home,  3506  Geneva  Circle,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  replied: 
"Mr.  Bontemps  died  June  k,   1973."  I  had  met  Professor  Bontemps 
for  the  first  time  in  California  at  the  Centenary  Celebration  of 
the  Life  and  Work  of  Paul  Laurence  Dunbar.  Bontemps,  L.H.D. , 
Professor  of  English,  Fisk  University,  read  a  paper  "The  Relevance 
of  Dunbar."  My  paper  followed  about  three  hours  later:   "The 
Crowded  Years:  Paul  Laurence  Dunbar  in  History."  I  wrs  so  proud 
and  exhiliarated  to  have  participated  on  a  program  with  names  like 
J.  Saunders  Redding,  James  A.  Emanuel,  Darwin  Turner,  and,  of  course, 
the  renown  Arna  Bontemps.   So  imagine  the  remorse  upon  receipt  of 
the  above  letter. 

Some  of  Dr.  Bontemps'  major  accomplishments  and  contributions 
are  the  receipt  of  the  Alexander  Pushkin  poetry  prize,  a  short  story 
prize,  and  the  Jane  Addams  Children's  Book  Award.  He  is  author  or 
editor  of  numerous  books  including  Black  Thunder,  Story  of  the  Negro, 
The  Poetry  of  the  Negro  and  The  Book  of  Negro  Folklore  (both  with 
Langston  Hughes),  Chariot  in  the  Sky,  Story  of  George  Washington 
Carver,  Lonesome  Boy,  Frederick  Douglass:  Slave-Fighter-Freeman, 
One  Hundred  Years  of  Negro  Freedom,  American  Negro  Poetry,  Personals, 
Anyplace  But  Here,  Hold  Fast  to  Dreams,  Great  Slave  Narratives, 
Free  at  Last:  The  Life  of  Frederick  Douglass,  St.  Louis  Woman 
(play-with  Contee  Cullen). 

Earlier  on  March  21,  I  received  a  letter  from  Dr.  Fred  Greenbaum, 
Chairman  of  the  History  Department  at  Queensborough  Community  College, 
informing  me  that  "John  Manigaulte  died  earlier  this  year,"  and 
that  "he  received  his  Ph.D.  in  History  from  the  University  of  Rome." 

It  rather  interested  me  that  Dr.  Manigaulte  had  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  History  from  the  University  of  Rome,  a  follow-up  letter 
brought  a  comprehensive  vita  indicative  of  an  unusual  scholar  who 
had  probably  spent  most  of  his  intellectual  life  writing,  teaching, 
lecturing  and  participating  in  worthwhile  community  activities. 
I  immediately  decided  to  feature  this  unique  black  his'.orian  in  a 
very  special  way. 
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Dr.  John  W.  Manigaulte ,  dissertation  topic,  "La  prima  fase  del 
pensiero  socia  le  di  Guiseppe  Mazzini,"  died  February  2  at  the  age 
of  fifty-eight.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Anna,  four  children: 
Steven,  Lillian,  John  Carlo,  and  Robert;  and  two  sisters:   Sadie  M. 
Wilson  of  Jacksonville,  Florida,  and  Claudie  Manigaulte  of  Miami, 
Florida. 

Specifically,  Manigaulte  specialized  in  Italian  history;  and 
was  a  distinguished  scholar,  lecturer,  archivist,  writer,  Civil 
Rights  fighter,  author,  orator  and  community  worker.  A  short 
biography  of  this  scholar's  life  and  works,  written  by  his  neighbor 
and  friend,  Mr.  Louis  P.  Ceccanti,  July  10,  1973.  follows: 

DR.  JOHN  WESLEY  MANIGAULTE  (191U-1973)1,  Louis  P.  Ceccanti 

Dr.  John  Wesley  Manigaulte  was  born  in  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
November  1U,  191-U.  His  mother,  Estelle  S.  (Oxendine)  Manigaulte, 
a  well  known  Jacksonville  citizen,  was  a  public  school  teacher. 
His  father,  C.  C.  Manigaulte,  served  as  a  Principal  of  the  West 
Lewisville  School  and  on  the  Jacksonville  City  Council.  He  was  a 
33rd  degree  Mason  (the  first  Negro  Mason  in  the  United  States)  and 
organized  the  Prince  Hall  Masons  of  Florida  and  was.  its  first 
grandmaster. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Dunbar  High  School,  Dr. 
Manigaulte  launched  his  academic  career  under  three  scholarships 
and  was  conferred  the  undergraduate  as  well  as  graduate  degrees 
at  Howard  University.  He  performed  further  graduate  studies  at 
the  American  University  and  Columbia  University.  His  main  area 
of  concentration  was  in  the  study  of  History,  Political  Science 
and  in  Economics.   His  aspiration  of  obtaining  a  Doctorate  was 
voluntarily  deferred  in  19U3  when  he  commenced  service  in  the 
U.  S.  Army  in  the  China-Burma-India  theatre  of  operation.  As  a 
First  Sergeant  in  the  Intelligence  and  Education  Unit,  he  served 
as  U.S. A. F.I.  instructor  of  Business  Administration  and  American 
History. 

After  receiving  an  Honorable  Discharge  from  the  Army  and 
during  the  two  years  following  World  War  II,  he  was  employed  as

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Deputy  Director  in  the  Archives  Division  of  the  Allied  Force 
Records  Administration  United  Statea  Wax  Department.  Heading 
a  staff  of  archivists,  he  designed  and  operated  a  project  system 
for  surveying,  accessioning,  researching  and  collation  of  Air 
Force  Headquarters  records.  During  this  period,  he  became 
intensely  interested  in  Italian  History  and  an  expert  in  the 
documents  contained  in  the  Italian  archives  which  he  was  assigned 
to  preserve  from  the  effects  of  World  War  II. 

Upon  the  completion  of  archival  project  work  with  military 
records,  he  remained  in  Italy  for  post-graduate  study  and  to  conduct 
research. 

Utilizing  the  G.  I.  Bill  and  U.  S.  Department  of  State  Grant 
under  the  Fulbright  Act,  he  received  one  diploma  in  19U8,  Diploma 
di  Maturita'  from  the  Universita'  degli  Studi  di  Firenze  and  in  191*9 
another  Certificato  di  Profitto  from  the  Instituto  Universitario 
d'Econcmia  at  Ca  Forcari  in  Venice.   In  1951,  he  was  awarded  his 
Doctor's  degree  Dottore  in  Filosfia  from  the  Universita'  degli 
Studi  di  Roma. 

From  19U8  to  1952  in  Rome,  Italy,  as  Lecturer-Director  at  the 
Instituto  Nazionale  per  la  Storia  del  Risorgimentc,  a  center  devoted 
for  graduate,  post-graduate  and  independent  research  in  I-iodern 
European  History  and  related  fields,  he  planned,  coorindated  and 
directed  several  research  programs.  He  conducted  seminars  in 
modern  history  and  assigned  theses  and  research  projects  to  students 
and  researchists.  Concurrently,  in  Florence  during  the  same  time 
period,  he  lectured  and  conducted  similar  type  activities  at  the 
Societa'  Toscana  per  la  Storia  del  Risorgimento,  also  a  historical 
research  society.  Dr.  Manigaulte  had  become  a  specialist  in 
Italian  History  as  well  as  proficient  in  the  Italian  language 
and  published  such  articles  as  'La  prima  fase  del  pensiero 
sociale  di  Giuseppe  Mazzine"  (1952)  and  "Ricasoli  e  la  Guerra 
di  Secessione  Americana"  (1953).   It  is  to  be  noted  that  he  did 
not  limit  his  publications  to  historic  events  and  also  was  the 
author  of  Italian  articles,  stories  and  drama  published  in  such 
Italian  journals  as  Riscossa  Calabra.  Epoca  and  Oggi  e  Domani.  At 
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the  Fifth  Historical  Conference  held  in  1952  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Accademia  Lucchese  dei  Scienze  ed  Arti  in  Lucca,  Italy, 
he  gave  an  address  entitled  "Ricasoli  e  la  Guerra  di  Secessione 
Americana. |: 

Dr.  Manigaulte's  researches  in  the  Italian  Archives  led  him 
to  uncover  a  large  collection  of  manuscripts  originating  from 
Giuseppe  Bertinatti,  the  Italian  Ambassador  to  the  United  States 
during  the  United  States  Civil  War  years  and  his  intense  study 
into  the  life  of  Giuseppe  Mazzini  aroused  his  interest  immensely. 
By  doing  a  pilot  work  on  "Vita  di  Mazzini,"  he  became  convinced 
that  there  was  much  more  to  be  revealed  about  the  Italian  patriot 
than  history  had  thus  far  recorded.  Likewise,  he  noted  that  if  the 
Bertinatti  documents  would  be  translated  and  analyzed,  a  wealth  of 
historic  knowledge  would  be  derived.  However,  due  to  economic 
circumstances,  Dr.  Manigaulte  as  of  necessity,  had  to  abandon  his 
pet  projects  and  proudly  returned  with  his  Italian  spouse  and  newly 
born  son  to  the  United  States. 

After  his  return  to  the  United  States,  Dr.  Manigaulte  went 
through  a  critical  period  which  would  last  for  over  a  decade.  He 
acknowledged  and  waE  keenly  aware  of  the  existing  prejudice  that 
would  impede  his  progress.  Being  a  realist  and  with  determined 
purpose,  he  accepted  positions  that  were  not  remotely  related  to 
his  discipline  and  certainly  not  commenserate  with  his  ability. 
His  augmented  family  now  consisted  of  four  children  and  he  worked 
as  a  post  office  clerk,  machinist,  guard  and  the  like.  However, 
due  to  his  persistant  and  relentless  efforts,  every  avenue  was 
explored  until  he  acquired  a  substitute  post  as  a  teacher  in  the 
High  School  system.  Dr.  Manigaulte  slowly  gained  recognition  and 
finally  was  invited  as  a  lecturer  of  history  in  the  Queensborough 
Community,  Queens,  Brooklyn  and  Mils  colleges  in  New  York  City. 

From  Associate  Professor  in  the  Queensborough  Community 
College,  he  achieved  the  post  of  Department  Head  of  the  Social 
Science  Department  and  finally  the  rank  of  Full  Professor.  At 
his  inaugural  address,  he  chose  the  topic  "Italy  1919-19U9: 
The  Perils  and  Rewards  of  Victory  and  Defeat"  and  enriched  the 
lecture  with  Italian  superlatives. 
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During  his  employment  in  the  Queensborough  Community  College, 
he  served  as  Representative  to  the  New  York  State  University  Senate: 
held  the  position  of  President  of  the  Queensborough  Chapter  of 
American  Association  of  University  Professors,  Chairman  of  Grievance 
Committee,  Chairman  of  University-Wide  Ad-Hoc  Grievance  Committee 
of  Legislative  Conference  and  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee.   In 
addition,  he  served  as  Faculty  Advisor  for  Social  Problems 
Club,  Queensborough  Chapter  of  COEE,  member  of  Ceremonial 
Committee  and  Marshall  for  Queensborough  Ceremonials. 

."Dr.  hanigaulte  maintained  liaison  with  all  history  departments 
of  the  senior  colleges  with  the  City  University  of  New  York  (CUNY). 
He  developed  syllabi  of  source  readings  in  selected  areas  in 
Western  Civilization  used  by  the  staff  as  well  as  students.  He 
designed  and  initiated  elective  courses  in  Twentieth  Century  Europe 
and  Philosophy. 

In  the  later  1960's,  he  was  requested  to  write  about  the  Life 
of  Mazzini  which  would  be  added  to  a  series  of  biographies  of 
"Rulers  of  the  World."  Dr.  Manigaulte  set  off  with  great  enthusiasm 
and  started  his  research  on  the  Italian  patriot.  Two  trips  were 
made  to  Italy,  during  the  years  1969-70.  He  visited  both  the 
birth  and  death  sites  of  Mazzini;  namely  Genoa  and  Pisa.  He 
believed  that  these  two  sites  were  beyond  doubt  the  keys  to  any 
studies  about  Mazzini 's  life  and  activities.   Likewise,  he  visited 
Savona  where  an  abandoned  Hapsbury  Fortress  on  the  Mediterranian 
was  the  site  of  Mazzini *s  imprisonment.  Dr.  Manigaulte  had 
contemplated  the  completion  of  this  work  by  the  Spring  of  1973  • 

In  the  same  era,  he  planned,  formulated  and  drafted  a  research 
project  and  he  applied  for  a  grant  which  would  permit  him  to  carry 
out  another  of  his  pet  projects,  namely  the  unveiling,  translating 
and  interpreting  of  the  Giuseppi  Bertinatti  papers.   In  his 
application  to  the  National  Historical  Publication  Commission  he 
revealed  that  his  preliminary  investigations  into  these  unpublished 
manuscripts  have  demonstrated  their  unique  value  as  a  source  of 
information.  He  maintained  that  the  Bertinatti  manuscripts  would 
not  only  add  a  new  dimension  to  our  understanding  of  the  Civil  War 
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era,  but  may  also  reveal  the  unsuspected  treasure  awaiting 
historians,  archivists  and  librarians  in  the  archival  depositories 
of  the.  old  world.  Although  Dr.  Ilanigaulte  had  received  substantial 
encouragement  in  this  area,  an  adequate  budget  for  such  a  project 
was  not  easily  forthcoming.  His  convictions  on  the  Bertinatti 
manuscripts  became  stronger  as  time  passed  and  awaiting  the  "go" 
signal. 

As  an  item  of  paramount  importance,  Dr.  Manigaulte  was 
requested  to  institute  the  first  courses  in  Black  History  at  the 
Queensborough  Community  College  and  was  responsible  for  their 
acceptance  and  high  degree  of  success.   In  this  regard,  he  was  the 
avant  guard  in  promoting  the  understanding  of  underprivileged  and 
deprived  groups. 

Dr.  Manigaulte  was  often  solicited  to  review  publications 
and  to  provide  translations  of  Italian  historic  documents.  Two 
distinguished  historians  acknowledged  Dr.  Manigaulte' s  contributions 
to  their  respective  publications.  John  Hope  Franklin  in  his  "The 
Emancipation  Proclamation"  listed  his  obligations  for  the  wealth 
of  information  received  regarding  the  Italian  archives  and  Gaetano 
Aife1  in  his  "La  Guerra  di  Secessione  Americana  nei  Dispacci  del 
fiappre sent ante  Italiano  a  Washington"  credited  Dr.  Manigaulte  as 
being  the  first  to  reveal  the  importance  of  unpublished  manuscripts 
in  the  custody  of  the  Italian  ministry. 

Regardless  of  his  work  load  and  family  obligations,  Dr. 
Manigaulte  was  instantly  ready  to  assist  and  participate  in  any 
program  which  would  promote  the  highest  level  of  scholastic 
achievement  and  the  fostering  of  interfaith,  interracial, 
intercultural  good  will.   In  this  rebard,  he  was  actively  involved 
in  various  community  activities  and  consequently  served  as 
Treasurer  and  Councilman  to  the  Boy  Scouts.  He  was  a  member/ 
volunteer  field  worker  with  the  Smithtown,  Long  Island  Township 
Association  for  Human  Relations  and  a  member  of  the  Long  Island 
Council  for  Integrated  Housing.  His  vivid  personality,  congenial 
attitude  and  strength  of  convictions  served  as  an  asset  in  achieving 
some  goals  which  were  close  to  his  heart  and  members  of  his  minority. 
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Of  particular  mention,  he  was  one  of  the  founding  members  of  the 
Martin  Luther  King  Scholarship  Fund  which  was  organized  after  the 
tragic  der.th  of  Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  and  dedicated  itself  to 
creating  educational  opportunities  for  poor  children  of  Suffolk 
County,  New  York.  Dr.  Manigaulte  served  as  its  Treasurer  and  was 
a  devoted,  willing  and  tireless  worker.  This  was  considered  by 
him  one  of  his  most  significant  accomplishments  and  was  proud  to 
relate  that  within  a  four  and  one  half  year  period,  the  fund  had 
provided  for  the  college  education  of  upwards  to  sixty  students. 

Dr.  Manigaulte  was  sincere,  direct,  a  humanitarian,  always 
maintained  the  strength  of  his  convictions.  Although  controversial, 
he  was  respected  and  well  liked  by  both  his  colleagues  and 
students  as  well.  His  passing  has  been  noted  and  will  long 
be  felt  by  both  the  academic  and  social  circles.

More  Blacks  have  enrolled  in  graduate  school  than  ever  before. 
Recent  studies  show  that  there  are  over  22,000  Black  graduate 
students  representing  about  4.2  percent  of  the  total  graduate 
student  population.   This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  Black 
students  are  not  interested  in  going  to  graduate  school.  In 
fact,  statistics  reveal  that  proportionately  more  Blacks  aspire 
to  graduate  study  than  do  whites.  But  the  same  students  are 
more  likely  to  postpone  further  participation  because  of  in- 
adequate finances. 

Graduate  work  leading  to  the  master's  degree  began  at  Howard 
and  Fisk  University  over  eighty  years  ago.  However,  standardized 
graduate  work  was  initiated  at  Howard  in  1921.  Pisk  and  Hampton 
Institute  opened  similar  work  in  1927  with  the  latter  offering  a 
graduate  program  during  the  summer  sessions  only.  Atlanta  and 
Xavier  College  added  graduate  courses  to  its  undergraduate 
program  in  1933-  Under  legal  pressure,  Virginia  State  College 
for  Negroes  (1937),  Prairie  View  College  (1938),  North  Carolina 
College  for  Negroes  (1939),  Agricultural  and  Technical  College 
of  North  Carolina  (1939),  State  Teachers  College  of  Alabama  (1939), 
Lincoln  University  of  Missouri  (19I+0),  and  Tennessee  Agricultural 
and  Industrial  State  Teachers  College  (l9l+l).  Today,  two  of  the 
Black  Colleges  offer  work  leading  to  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
philosophy:  Atlanta  and  Howard  Universities.*

I  really  do  not  know  what  to  add  to  Dr.  Hanigaulte ' s  vita, 
except  some  personal  background.  John  was  born  in  Florida  into 
a  family  of  educators.  Family  income  was  not  adequate  to  finance 
his  education  and  John  was  a  straight  A  scholarship  student  who 
supplemented  bis  scholarship  with  odd  jobs  such  as  a  short  order 
cook  for  the  railroad.  John  was  a  fine  athlete  and  was  offered 
a  job  with  the  Black  baseball  league.  After  he  completed  his 
education  at  Howard  University  he  left  for  Italy  in  1938  to  pursue 
his  studies  until  the  war.  Returning  with  the  occupation  army, 
he  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  section  of  the  archives.  When  the 
archives  were  moved  to  Virginia,  John  decided  not  to  live  in  the 
South  and  returned  to  graduate  schools,  earning  a  Ph.D.  at  the 
University  of  Rome.   In  Rome  he  met  his  wife,  Anna,  who  was  study- 
ing to  become  a  concert  pianist.  There  their  first  child,  Steven, 
was  born.  He  decided  to  raise  his  young  family  on  American  living 
standards  and  returned  to  New  York  in  1957,  teaching  at  all  levels 
until  he  and  I  became  the  first  historians  at  Queensborough. 

John  recognized  the  importance  of  confrontation  politics  as  a 
means  of  awakening  the  American  majority  to  the  rights  and  needs 
of  the  minority,  but  he  did  not  believe  in  confrontation  for  its  own 
sake.  He  was  a  contributor  to  and  a  participant  in  the  Civil  Rights 
movement,  long  before  it  became  fashionable.  He  was  advisor  to  the 
campus  chapter  of  CORE  and  was  partially  responsible  for  its  change 
from  a  debating  society  to  an  activist  group.  Just  before  he  died 
he  became  the  moving  force  in  the  Suffolk  County  chapter  of  the 
Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Scholarship  Fund, to  open  the  avenues  of 
social  mobility  to  others,  avenues  that  he  had  traversed  himself. 
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John  was  the  second  chairman  of  the  Social  Science  Department 
and  our  first  Professor  of  History  and  was  as  responsible  as  any- 
one for  shaping  the  History  Department.  His  vita  contains  a  list- 
ing of  his  training  and  publications.  He  was  a  frequent  speaker 
at  church  and  civic  groups.
